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THE FATAL FIGHT AT LIPA. 


In our issue of June 15 we gave an account of the 
fight near Lipa in which Capt. Wilhelm and other offi- 
cers were killed. The official report of Col. Jacob Kline, 
21st Inf., describes the action in detail. On the even- 
ing of June 9 Capt. William H. Wilhelm, 21st Inf., 
received information from a native scout that there 
were some insurgents and rifles in the barrio Sulac, 
about six miles northeast of Lipa, and asked permission 
to take some men and try to capture them. He left 
the post about midnight, taking a force consisting of 
Lieuts. Anton Springer, Charles R. Ramsay and W. 
H. Lee (Engineers) and 26 men of Company D and 16 
of the band of the 21st Inf. and 4 native scouts. At 
the barrio Sulac a native reported the insurgents in a 
small barrio a little further on and beyond a deep and 
very difficult gulch. 

Captain Wilhelm divided his force into two sections, 
separated by a short distance, both advancing towards 
the same point. Captain Wilhelm, who was with the 
right section, came in sight of an outpost and opened 
fire upon it. The left section emerged from the deep 
ravine and deployed into line at once, the enemy opening 
fire on them at the first appearance. Both sections ad- 
vanced, coming nearer together. After the left section 
had been under fire about fifteen minutes, Lieut. Anton 
Springer was shot, dying instantly. Very soon after 
Lieutenant Lee was wounded in the hand, losing two 
fingers, and without waiting for his wound to be fully 
dressed, picked up a rifle and commenced firing, and 
almost immediately was shot through the bowels, dying 


in about half an hour. Captain Wilhelm received a 
severe wound in the shoulder and Lieutenant Ramsay 
in the chest. Four enlisted men were wounded. One 
native scout was killed. The command was withdrawn 
by Captain Wilhelm a very short distance from its 
most advanced position in order to get better cover. 

Meanwhile a sergeant came in and reported that the 
command was hard pressed and short of ammunition. 
Colonel Kline at once ordered out Captain Yates with 
all of the men of Troop M, Ist Cav., which was ready 
at once to go, and as soon as possible all of the re- 
maining available men at the post. Later, Capt. John 
P. Ryan, 6th Cav., with 40 mounted men arrived at 
Lipa, and Colonel Kiine at once sent him out. 

In the position to which it had retired, Captain Wil- 
helm’s command remained in perfect order and the 
wounded well protected until the enemy dispersed, which 
they did befere the arrival of Cantain Yates, scattering 
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and pyry seen By the mountains and ravines, ren- 
dering it im e to follow them to advan . The 
strength of the enemy was estimated at 150. ‘The ene- 
my remained in his trenches, except those that advanced 
to turn Captain Wilhelm’s left. 

Phe report says: “Captain Wilhelm had probably un- 
derestimated the stren of the enemy, but he deserves 
the greatest praise for the courage and excellent judg- 
ment he displayed in fighting a superior force over 
very difficult ground where the enemy had every advan- 
tage, keeping his men well in hand to the last. His 
subordinates deserve no less credit for the brave and 
intelligent support given him. Lieutenant Ramsay was 
wounded while a few men were engaged in repulsing a 
portion of the enemy who were trying to envelop our 
left. Principal Musician William Fritz, band, 21st Int., 
was the senior non-commissioned officer present, but as 
he was engaged in caring for Lieutenant Ramsay, Ser- 
geant Henry Johnson, Co. D, took command.” 

Captain Wilhelm was taken to the hospital at Calam- 
ba, where he died on June 12. The bullet after pene- 
trating the shoulder took a downward course through 
the body. Death resulted from internal hemorrhage. 
He had served in Oklohama during the raids there, 
and fought Indians in New Mexico. He was with Gen- 
eral Lawton on the fatal expedition to San Mateo, and 
was recommended for a médal of honor for gallant ac- 
tion in the battle before San Mateo. After joining his 
regiment he had been quartermaster of the organiza- 
tion, and upon the day he was killed he volunteered to 
take charge of the expedition. He had a bright sunny 
nature and was beloved by his brother officers. He 
was unmarried. Captain Wilhelm’s funeral took place 
at Manila on June 17, the burial services being con- 
ducted by Chaplain Charles 8S. Walkeley. The pall- 
bearers were members of the 2lst and 14th Regiments 
and were six stalwart sergeants. The honorary pall- 
bearers were Captains Hall, Parmerter, Martin and 
Van Deman of the 2lst Inf. The funeral escort was 
composed of Company M, 14th Inf., and the band of 
the 14th headed the procession, playing a solemn dirge. 
The remains were removed to a chapel near the Q. M. 
Department to lie until shipped to America. 

Lieut. S. A. Cheney, Corps of Engineers, has_sub- 
mitted a report to General Gillespie, Chief of Engi- 
neers, dated at Malate, June 19, in regard to the death 
of 2d Lieut. Walter H. Lee, Corps of Engineers, from 
wounds received in this action. 

“On June 1,” says Lieutenant Cheney, “Lieutenant 
Lee left Manila with funds for Batangas and Taal, 
with orders to proceed to Lipa, province of Batangas, 
for station on duty in connection with the repair of 
roads and bridges in that vicinity. 
arrival at Lipa, on the night of June 9, he voluntarily 
accompanied a détachment of the 21st Infantry, about 
fifty strong, in command of Capt. W. H. Wilhelm, of 
that regiment, which went in search of some rifles re- 
ported to be in the hands of the insurgents in the 
vicinity of the barrio of Suloc, about six miles from 
Lipa. This detacament encountered the enemy in a 
strong position soon after daylight on the 10th inst., 
and an engagement followed, early in which Lieuten- 
ant Lee was wounded in the left hand. He declined 
the assistance of a soldier who attempted to bandage 
his hand and continued firing with a rifle obtained 
from a wounded man, resting it across his arm, his 
hand being disabled. Lieutenant Lee had no command, 
there being two other officers beside Captain Wilhelm 
present. After about half an hour’s fighting Lieuten- 
ant Lee received a severe wound in the bowels, from 
which he expired within half an hour. I visited Lipa 
in person on the 12th inst. The commanding officer 
there, Colonel Klein, 21st Inf., spoke in highest terms 
of the courage and gallant behavior of Lieutenant Lee 
in this, his first and only engagement. Lieutenant Lee’s 
remains were shipped to Manila on the 11th inst., and 
were buried on the 12th with military honors in the 
national cemetery. After six months have elapsed they 
will be transported to the United States.”

THE BUTTERFIELD-MEADE CONTROVERSY. 


(From the Philadelphia Inquirer., 

The death of General Daniel Butterfield has revived 
discussion over the controversy that arose between him 
and General Meade—an affair which dwarfs the Samp- 
son-Schley affair into insignificance. It is well known 
that in spite of the great victory at Gettysburg there 
was much dissatisfaction in the country because Meade 
had not destroyed Lee’s army. This ridiculous idea was 
not confined to the ignorant populace, but brought offi- 
cial censure upon Meade, who offered his resignation, 
which was not accepted. No one now seriously contends 
that under the circumstances Meade could have done 
more than he did. But the matter came up in the shape 
of a Congressional investigation, and General Butter- 
field testified that at the dictation of General Meade 
he had early on the morning of July 2 prepared an order 
for the army to retreat, which was not executed be- 
cause Sickles’s forward movement brought on the battle. 

The facts are these: Meade was placed in command 
just before the battle, when he was ignorant of the 
disposition of the army or of Hooker’s plans. He re- 
tained the latter’s chief of staff, General Butterfield, 
who alone could give him the necessary information. 
The battle at ot was brought on by the acci- 
dental meeting of Reynolds and Heath. Howard com- 
ing up with his corps took charge after Reynolds's 
death, but the first day resulted disastrously and the 
Federal force, after —a— heavy losses, retired to 
Cemetery Ridge and entrenched. It was late at night 
when Meade arrived and he orderéd the troops to :cover 
the line to the Round Top. It may well be believed that 
Meade was anxious over the situation. His engineers 
had not explored the field where they were encamped, 
all of the army was not up and he was without infor- 
mation as to Lee’s dispositions. The evidence that 
he intended to fight it out then and there if possible is 
so overwhelming that it ought not to be questioned, 
but Meade would have been derelict in his duties if 
foro the circumstances he had not prepared for eventu- 
alities. 

If he found that his position was unfavorable he 
was bound to fall back to the Pipe Creek line, which 
the engineers had surveyed and where he could be on 
comparatively familar ground. That he gave instruc- 
tions to have orders — for such a movement is 
not unnatural; that he never issued them is certain, 
and that Sickles’s move alone was responsible for hold- 
ing them back is not in accordance with facts which 
are beyond controversy. Nevertheless the charge was 
made by General Butterfield and it led to bitternesses 
and jealousies that were most unfortunate for the 
Union cause. General Butterfield was never willing 


. to admit that he could be mistaken in the matter. He 


seemed to claim a power of divination by which he knew 
what was going on in Meade’s mind. General Meade 
was much more considerate in this connection. At first 
he could hardly recollect the incident, showing how 
unimportant it was, but, on reflection, said that he had 
as a matter of precaution made some such general di- 
rection as Butterfield referred to, but for the purposes 
already snecified. General Meade was incapable of 
falsehood and his word has stood except among some 
who participated in the controversy at the time. The 
order referred to is not in existence, and though it was 
probably written, Butterfield’s case was weakened by 
the fact that he could not produce it in evidence. 

There is nothing so deathless as a military dispute. 
So long as Alexander’s and Hannibal’s movements are 
still discussed by military men with all the enthusiasm 
of naval officers in the Santiago controversy we must 
admit that human nature has its limitations fnd 
vagaries and let it go at that. 

One thing can never be successfully controverted— 
that the great Pennsylvania soldiers, Meade, Reynolds, 
Hancock and Geary, carried off the honors of the de- 
ciding victory in the Civil War. 
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SMALL CALIBER WOUNDS. 


There is much in the story of surgical experiences in 
South Africa,* by George Henry Makins, F. R. C. S&., 
whieh interests the general reader, though the volume 
is primarily intended for the medical practitioner. It 
gives much information as to the effect of the modern 
bullets of small caliber, the general conclusion being 
that they tend to ameliorate the conditions of war, 
inflicting less serious and less painful wounds than the 
old-fashioned projectiles of larger caliber. The tendency 


to primary union and the absence of pee oem is a 
feature of wounds from bullets of small caliber, and 
this favorable tendency is attributable to certain inher- 
ent characteristics of the injuries. The most important 
of these are “the nature and small size of the openings, 
the dry character of the lining of the track due to 
superficial destruction and condensation of the tissue 
forming its wall, the small disposition to prolonged 
primary hemorrhage, and the absence of any great 
amount of serious exudation during the early stages 
of healing.” 

The removal of the surface of the bullet during the 
passage through the barrel, and the heat to which it is 
subjected, render it practically antiseptic, even when it 
has been carried in a dirty bandolier and freely handled 
by men whose hands had acquired a great variety of 
septie germs. If the heat to which the bullet is sub- 
jected in the barrel is sufficient to cleanse, it is not 
sufficient to transform it into a cauterizing agent. 

In the rare instances when foreign bodies were car- 
ried into the wound with the bullet they produced no 
obvious ill effect, except in the case of fragments of 
clothing which in every instance produced suppuration. 
I<haki linen was perforated with a clean aperture, most 
commonly a slit; but the thick woolen kilts of the High- 
landers and thick flannel shirts occasionally furnished 
fragments. “The frequency with which portions of cloth- 
ing were introduced from the kilt was one of the strong- 
est surgical objections to its retention as part of the uni- 
form on active service.” Through the skin driven into the 
wound with the bullet could not have been free from or- 
ganisms, they seldom gave trouble. This is ascribed to 
the spontaneous collapse and automatic apposition of the 
walls of the track. Even where a deep portion of the 
track became infected and suppurated, there was no 
tendency for the spread of the infection along the line 
of wounded tissue, the suppuration being limited to a 
local abscess pointing in the direction of least resist- 
anee, irrespective of the bullet. 

Not only are the wounds inflicted by the small caliber 
bullet more humane than those of the larger caliber, 
but there is no indication that the increase in the rap- 
idity and range of fire has added anything to the casu- 
alties of the battlefield. A table given by Dr. Makinez 
shows that the percentage of killed and wounded in 
the English force relieving Kimberley, 1899, was 11.60. 
In the Waterloo campaign the percentage among the 
English troops was 21.12; in the Crimea 15.17. Among 
the German troops in the Franco-German war the per- 
centage was 12.81, and among the Russians in the 
Russo-Turkish war of 1877 it was as high as 34.68. At 
Belmont the percentage of killed and wounded was 
only 3.34, at Graspan 2.30, at Modder River 4.72 and 
at Magersfontein 7.71. 

The largest percentage killed in any one South 
African battle named in this volume was 2 per cent. at 
Kimberley; at Magersfontein it was 1.5, at Modder 
River and Belmont 7-10 of one per cent., and at 
Giraspan less than 3-10. Of the 2,000,000 men in the 
Union Army during our Civil War 4.7 per cent. were 
killed or died of their wounds, a percentage much ex- 
ceeding those of the Crimean and F'ranco-German wars. 
A single regiment, the First Maine Heavy Artillery, 
took into battle at Petersburg, June 18, 1864, 900 
muskets and left two-thirds of their force, or 604 
men, on the battlefield in killed,and wounded. 

Dr. Makins gives much interesting information as to 
the varying effects of different bullets, of which South 
African battlefields gave numerous examples owing to 
the variety of arms of different make and caliber em- 
ployed by the Boers. He considers the Mauser bullets 
and others ensheathed in steel much more dangerous 
surgically than those encased in cupro-nickel. He also 
tells us that he was very much struck in looking over

his diagrams of entry, and especially of exit, to find 
that they reproduce in miniature most of those figured 
in the “History of the War of the Rebellion.” The 
Krag-Jorgensen was used to a small extent in South 
Africa, and the conclusion concerning it is that it sur- 
passes even the Mauser in its capacity to inflict very 
neat individual injuries. No exact estimate could be 
made of the number of wounds inflicted by shells, but 
in the judgment of this authority they did not exceed 5 
per cent, of fhe whole. 

What we have quoted from this valuable volume is 
merely incidental to description given of the various 
wounds observed, their treatment and their mechanism 
and causation. The work is very fully illustrated, and 
it is in every respect one which would make a valu- 
able, indeed, an indispensable, addition to the library 
of any surgeon desirous of keeping his knowledge of 
gunshot wounds up to date. 





A BRITISH VIEW OF OUR SOLDIERS. 

The correspondent of the “China Mail,” a British 
paper, writing from Manila, recently said: “If some 
of you folk could come over here and see the young 
Jonathans at drill it would do you good.. For my part, 
I must say that a finer body of men, for build and 
stature, I have never seen, and the way the cayalry, or 
mounted infantry, ride (not being a soldier, I can’t tell 
which they are) is, as they say in the land of the 
thistle, ‘a sicht for sair een.’ It is a perfect treat to 
see how most of the men ride; the beasts are fine, and 
show how well they are cared for. At drill and on 
parade the youthful Jonathans look all a soldier and 
fitted for work; there is no swagger uniform and clay 
pipe; but off duty, with but comparatively few excep- 
tions, he assumes a curious walk. I made inquiries 
about this, and was told that that was his particular 
way of asserting his freedom, as off duty he could do 
as he ‘darned well pleased.’ 

“Now, although the American soldier, like his officers, 
has not what we would call a very ‘daisy’ uniform, all 
being made ‘for work and not look, see,’ there is one 
thing which strikes a comparative tenderfoot like my- 
self, and that is their headgear. I should be inclined 
to think that some of them will acquire a sort of mili- 
tary squint, as they all wear a cord round their felt 
hats which terminates in knots, and these two knots 
hang in front of their eyes, just showing over the brim, 
which would make the newcomer think they had all 
dressed in a hurry and put their hats on hind part first. 
Anyhow, hats or no hats, squint or no squint, it would 
be a hard job to find a finer lot of men. 

“On the Luneta (Manila’s Rotten Row), about sun- 
down, you see some wonderful sights, vehicles of all 
sorts and conditions, containing all sorts and conditions 
of men—and women of all sorts and colors. Our fair 
cousins, some of them, turn out in low-cut dresses, as 
they see the Filipino women folk in light gauzy attire, 
and so try and modify their own dress to suit the 
climate. Some are getting very Espanol, and dress ‘a 
la Flamenco,’ with a flower in their hair, dresses and 
soft clinging shawls, and look very smart. The Ameri- 
can officers, ‘away up,’ that I have had the pleasure of 
conversing with, are far more approachable than we 
— accustomed to find men of relative position in our 

rmy.

NO MORE HAZING AT WEST POINT. 

The “Advertiser,” Elmira, N. Y., says: “The ‘Ad- 
vertiser’ has information from authentic sources, cadets 
and officers, that abuses at the Military Academy have 
ceased, and assurance from officers of the institution 
that freedom from the annoyances and terrorism of the 
past is manifest in the quicker response to instruction 
by the new men of 1901 than was shown by their 
predecessors. This last is important testimony, as all 
who followed closely the evidence of cadets before the 
Congressional Committee will recall that upper classmen, 
with rare exceptions, defended their ‘bracing’ and other- 
wise devilling of plebes on the ground that it was neces- 
sary in the West Point process of ‘making men’ out of 
the raw material. An officer stationed at West Point 
informs the writer that ‘hazing and its ills are over.’ 
‘Rigid inquiry,’ conducted by the enlarged authority con- 
ferred by Congress and the War Department, ‘has just 
been made. A great majority of the old cadets are 
loyally accepting the new conditions, and no case could 
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be found of any old cadet harrassing or interfering with 
new cadets in any way.’ Formerly reports that abuses 
could not be found, or, if found, traced, would have 
proved nothing, as then cadets were not obliged to 
answer incriminating questions, Now they must answer, 
touching themselves and others. The report that new 
cadets are in no way interfered with can be accepted 
at its face. 

“Further, the officer quoted says: ‘The progress of 
the new boys, under the new conditions, is most gratify- 
ing. Not being tormented or terrorized, their intelli- 
gence and natural desire to learn are aids to the skillful 
instructions they have received, and their advance in 
military training, in consequence, is rapid.’ The great 
reputation of the Military Academy is one of the dis- 
tinguished services the present Superintendent, Col, Al- 
bert L. Mills, has achieved. From the date of his ap- 
pointment, in 1898, he has labored steadily and intelli- 
gently to banish hazing, to raise the standard of the 
institution, to enlarge tne facilities of the Academy and 
in all ways to promote its usefulness and enhance the 
honor of commissions earned by completing its course. 
At another time attention will be given to these addi- 
tional reforms.”

MANILA VIEW OF GENERAL 


The Manila “Times” of June 22, referring to the 
coming farewell reception to General MacArthur by 
the Army and Navy Club of that city, suggested a 
general public reception at which civilians could partici- 
pate, to show the depth of their appreciation of the 
General’s work, for, it said, “since he succeeded General 
Otis in the governship of these islands he has won the 
hearts of every civilian as a just and wise administra- 
tor, tempering the arbitrariness of military law with 
a policy of consistent municipal freedom.” 

The “Times” also saia: ‘It is learned that the per- 
sonnel of the party which accompanies General Mac- 
Arthur on the transport Meade from here to Nagasaki 
will consist of his personal staff and Mrs. Major Pay- 
son, Mrs. Major Browne and the Misses Ide. he two 
Miss Ides will return to Manila from Japan, but the 
other ladies will leave Japan for the States on the 
Sheridan, which picks up the party at Nagasaki on 
July 20. The officers of the personal staff will be Capt. 
Francis J. Kernan, 2d Inf. (at present eg as press 
censor), and Capt. William L. Kenly. The latter will 
go in command of his battery, the 10th Field (formerly 
F, 1st Art.), and will most probably proceed with his 
command on the Meade to San Francisco. Captain 
Harris has already returned home. The division staff 
officers and others will ‘be Lieut. Col. Samuel D. Sturgis, 
U. S. V. (captain, Art. Corps); Lieut. Col. Enocn H. 
Crowder, U, 8. V. (major, U. 8, A.); Lieut, Col, Peyton 
Cc. Mareh, U. 8S. V. (captain, Art. Corps); Lieut. Col. 
Jno. 8. Mallory, U. 8S. V. (captain, 2d Inf.); Major 
Browne and Capt. William G. Haan, Art. Corps.” 
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SUPERIORITY OF THE AMERICAN SOLDIER. 


If Lord Wolseley wishes to determine the exact cause 
of the superiority of the American soldier, which he 
recognizes, and learn why our officers get more out 
of the men than the officers of foreign powers, which 
pride themselves upon their military organizations, he 
will have to look further than the pay rolls of our Army. 
Our soldiers excel for the same reason that our citizens 
in other walks of life are winning victories from their 


foreign competitors, The citizens here are not only bet- 
ter clothed, better fed and better housed than the average 
man in any country of the world, but our institution» 
have bred in the bone of the American the deepest rever- 
ence for and love of country, and have tended to make 


him an independent man among his fellows—a man im- 
bued to the core with manhood of the highest type. Our 
Army, unlike many of the armies of the world, does not 
attract the parasites of society. Our 70 per cent. of 
rejections show that we will not have such men in the 
Army, and, because of the rigidity of our examinations 
to a prospective recruit, few of the members of such a 
type do creep into our ranks. In showing Lord Wolse- 
ley the deeper significance in the superiority of our Army 
it is eminently proper that we call particular attention 
to the undoubted superiority of the preliminary training 
given our officers at West Point. 

That West Point is the best military school in the 
world is conceded by all impartial critics. Its meth- 
ods transform the average raw youth into the honor- 
able, refined and highly educated officer of our 
Army. He is pre-eminently taught the “habit of 
command,” which, as a rule, he uses without any of the 
arrogance shown by officers of some of the armies of 
Europe, notably that of Germany. He is made to realize 
that he commands men who are as sensitive as they are 
brave, and who appreciate and respect a character com- 
bining generosity, kindness, firmness and, above all else, 
physical and moral courage. These traits of character 
are carefully cultivated at West Point, with a result 
that, besides having the best enlisted personnel, we 
have in the United States Army, without question or 
doubt, the best trained and most capable gentlemen 


as officers. 
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The Seawanhaka-Corinthian Yacht Club, of New York, 
has issued its club book for 1901.

L. I. The eastern station, by courtesy of ex-Commodore 
Rouse, is at Light House Cove, Eastern Point, Glouces- 
ter, Mass. The total membership of the club is 488, 
divided as follows: Ex-official honorary members, 8;

bers, associate and regular members, 456. The United 
States Navy members are as follows: Comdr.

In answer to a number of inquiries we have received 
concerning extra pay for officers and enlisted men of 
the Army who served in the war with Spain, the fol- 
lowing information from the Auditor of the War De- 
partment will be found of value: The act of March 
3, 1899, supra, applies to “enlisted men in the Regular 
Army who enlisted subsequently to the declaration of 
war for the war only” as individuals, and if such en- 
listed men served honestly and faithfully, grants to 
them the extra pay provided in the act on muster out 
and discharge from the Service, whether before or after 
the passage of the act, without regard to the muster 
out and discharge of the organizations to which they 
belonged. The same provision applies to enlisted men 
of Volunteers who were not granted furloughs to await 
muster out. Enlistment of men in the Regular Army 
to entitle them to extra pay, provided for in the act of 
March 3, 1899, must have been between April 21,1898, 
and October 26, 1898, and such extra pay the Comptrol- 
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ler of the Treasury decides cannot be allowed until after 
the soldier has been discharged, which discharge must 
have been prior to Jan. 1, 1900. Officers or enlisted men 
are not entitled to extra pay for service in the Volun- 
teer Army, organized under act of March 2, 1899, which 
includes the 26th to the 49th United States Volunteer 
Infantry and also other Volunteer organizations. 
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The report of the board of Army officers appointed in 
the Philippines to make recommendations for brevet 
commissions for officers and medals of honor for en- 
listed men has been received at the War Department. 
The board, it is stated, refuses to make any such whole- 
sale recommendations as have been made by individual 
commanding officers, but only recommends a man for 
national recognition who has really rendered distin- 
guished and meritorious service. Many of the officers 
and men who have been recommended by their com- 
manding officers for recognition by the Government are 
not recommended by the board. The report of this 
board will eventually be submitted to a central board, 
which will meet in Washington and further go into the 
matter of brevets. It is realized at the War Depart- 
ment that Congress would never grant such indiscrimi- 
nate rewards as have been recommended by officers 
since the outbreak of the insurrection in the Philippines.

A correspondent of the New York ‘‘Herald” says: “In 
speaking of the highest and most cultured person of the 
United States, I have always said that our real ‘four 
hundred’ was to be found in the Army, where the men 
and women have generally had absolute leisure, and 
where nobility of character, earnestness of purpose and 
education are demanded and appreciated. The offenses 
committed by certain black sheep cannot in charity be 
attributed to inexeperience of Army life or ignorance 
of military discipline, and the very fact that the resig- 
nation of a certain officer was accepted and that he was 
not dismissed in disgrace from the Army is a black 
spot upon the military escutcheon.” While accepting 
this compliment with due appreciation and humility, the 
Army will be surprised to learn that its men and women 
are persons of “absolute leisure.”

Lieutenant Evans was to go with 
them as far as Japan, returning to duty afterwards 
with his regiment at Bacolod, Negros.

The following is a summary of enlistments for the lin¢ 
of the Army for the month of June, 1901: Enlistment! 
for general recruiting service, 3,115; enlistments in cities. 
2,120; enlistments at military posts and surroundiof 
towns, and in the field, 995. Total, 3,115. 
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Secretary Long left Washington July 30 for a vaca- 
tion, which will continue throughout the entire month 
of August. Pending the return of Assistant Secretary 
Hackett, Rear Admiral Crowninshield will act as Secre- 
tary. It is generally understood that Secretary Long 
has tentatively decided upon the recommendations for 
the betterment of the Navy, which he will make to 
Congress in his annual report. He realizes that there 
is necessity at the present time for legislation, which, 
in its effect, will be radical upon the government of 
the personnel of the Service. He does not look with 
favor upon the present law which gives to an officer 
who has served with credit for forty years the privi- 
lege of retirement with advanced rank. The Navy is 
sadly in need of officers at the present time, and the 
retirement of each one is a loss to the Service. Mr. 
Long will once more advocate the consolidation of the 
Bureaus of Gonstruction and Repair and Equipment 
and Steam Engineering into one bureau to be known as 
the Bureau of Ships. He hopes this session to be able 
to get favorable legislation along this line. It has been 
repeatedly pointed out that under the present system of 
bureaus, from the inception of its design to its comple- 
tion, the plans and specifications of a ship-of-war are 
in the hands of three distinct and separate bureaus. 
This system is expensive to the Government and is not 
productive of the best results. It has been accountable 
for friction and discord at the Navy Department. It is 
said that Secretary Long will urgently recommend the 
reformation of an Engineer Corps in the Navy. There 
ure many officers who still doubt the wisdom of renew- 
ing the Engineer Corps, but the majority are now in 
favor of this. Increase will be asked in the Construc- 
tion and Civil Engineer Corps. A total of forty officers 
will probably be asked for the Construction Corps. An- 
other strenuous attempt will be made to obtain favor- 
able legislation for the creation of a naval reserve. 








It has been erroneously stated in the daily press 
that the staff detail scheme, as provided for by the 
Army Reorganization act, is not working as well as 
was anticipated. On the contrary, it has more than 
met the expectations of the Secretary of War and a 
majority of the general officers at the heads of the 
various departments to which details are made. It has 
also been stated that officers are refusing details for 
periods of four years to the staff. This statement was 
undoubtedly made upon the assumption that, as all of 
the vaeancies have not yet been filled in the Adjutant 
General’s Department, officers must be unwilling to 
accept assignments there. We are reliably informed 
that there are several times more applicants for detail 
on file in the War Department than could possibly be 
granted for several years to come. The reason the 
three vacancies have not been filled is that the Sec- 
retary of War is looking for the right officer from the 
right arm of the Service. He intends that staff details 
shall be made from the three arms proportionately to 
the number of officers in each. These details will prob- 
ably be made shortly after his return from his present 
vacation. It is understood that the Secretary is par- 
ticularly desirous that they should be given to officers 
whose records are beyond reproach. It is true that 
officers detailed from the line to the staff do not get 
even temporary promotion while so serving, and it is 
also true that they are under heavier expense while on 
staff than they are while on line duty. These are cer- 
tainly defects. in the present law which should, we 


think, be remedied. It would seem that an officer se- 
leeted for a tour of four years’ staff duty should be 
given advanced rank and consequently higher pay. 
There would then be a greater incentive for officers to 
serve in the staff. A recommendation of this nature 
may possibly be made by the Secretary to the next 
Congress. 





There is considerable gossip at the Navy Department 
as to the probable successor to Surgeon General Van 
Reypen when the term of that officer expires in De- 
cember next. Dr. Van Reypen will not retire from 
active service until November, 1902, and he may be 
chosen to succeed himself for the few months before his 
retirement. Though his services have been of the 
highest order, it is said that the President is averse 
to his appointment for so-brief a periéd@” and he will, 
in December, choose another officer to be Surgeon Gen- 
eral. Two names are being mentioned for the desira- 
ble billet, Dr. P. M. Rixey and Dr. J. C. boyd. The 
former is now physician to the President, and his 
constant attentions upon Mrs, McKinley haye elicited 
universal praise and have won for him from the Presi- 
dent the warmest expressions of gratitude and: personal 
friendship. For this reason, and because of his well- 
known ability, it is said he stands‘an excellent chance 
to be appointed. Dr. Boyd, who is now fleet surgeon 
of the North Atlantic Squadron, and who outranks 
Dr. Rixey by several numbers, is understood to be an 
applicant through his friends for the place. Dr. Boyd 
is an officer of great abilitv and would make an excel- 
lent Surgeon General. Both of the officers have the 
rank of medical director and are hence eligible for ap- 
pointment. For eleven years Dr. Boyd served as as- 
sistant to the Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, and is therefore well qualified to take hold of 
those duties. Dr. Rixey has many friends who are 
urging his appointment. LEither selection will be ex- 
cellent.

The Comptroller decides that if a subordinate officer 
serving in the Philippines exercised a command above 
that pertaining to his grade prior to June 30, 1900, under 
assignment in orders issued by his superior officer, and 
such assignment in orders was afterwards approved by 
the commanding general in the Philippine Islands, the 
officer in question would be entitled to the pay and allow- 
ances of the grade appropriate to the command so exer- 
cised, regardless of whether he exercised such higher 
command for a period of three months or not. If the 
assignment was subsequent to June 30, 1900, the officer 
would be entitled by the act of May 26th, to the pay 
and allowances of the grade appropriate to the higher 
command if it was exercised for a continuous period of 
not less than three months, otherwise not. If the 
subordinate officer exercised the higher command by 
virtue of his being the senior officer present on duty 
and not under assignment, he would not be entitled to 
the pay appropriate to the grade of the command go 
exercised, 

In reply to the Secretary of War, who asks from what 
date a retired officer detailed on college duty is entitled 
to active duty pay, the Comptroller has held that when- 
ever an officer is detailed by an order issued by proper 
authority, and receives notice of such order, the detail, 
under the act of Congress providing for such cases, is 
complete, becomes an accomplished fact, and he is en- 
titled to be paid the full pay of his rank from the date 
he receives such notice.

In the August “Forum,” W. J. Clarke says of the 
Government exhibit at Buffalo. “An exhibit like that 
which the Government now has in place at Buffalo is a 
report to the people of its work. It is a report in the 
form of an object-lesson, which even the least-educated 
visitor can understand. It is more effective than the 
printed report, and equally legitimate as a means of dis- 
seminating information. The citizen who intelligently 
visits the Government Building at the Pan-American 
Exposition learns to appreciate the public service more 
highly than before, and he returns to his home a better 
American. The exhibit is a help to patriotism, a stim- 
ulus to national pride. Comparatively few of our people 
can ever visit Washington; but even there, at the very 
seat of Government, no stich summary of its work can 
be found. There everything is scattered; at Buffalo 
it is condensed, prepared especially for ‘exhibition, and 
labelled. Some things, like the work of the life-saving 
service and the coining of money, cannot be seen at 
Washington at all. At the Pan-American Exposition 
they are admirably represented; and attendants to ex- 
plain the work are with the exhibits. The beneficial 
effects of previous expositions furnish the arguments by 
which the present display is justified.” 








Observations of cannonading during Queen Victoria’s 
funeral, that may figure in the Schley inquiry, were 
made by ©. Davidson, who gives records in “‘Knowl- 
edge.” Observations were received from places as far 
distant as Alderton, 139 miles from the warship Majes- 
tic. At several places, 50 or 60 miles distant, the vibra- 
tions were occasionally strong enough to make windows 
shake. While the sound-waves were thus heard at great 
distances, it is remarkable that in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of Spithead they were almost or quite inaudible. 
It is said that not a report was heard at Chichester (15 
miles from the nearest battleship), Midhurst (22 miles), 
Winchester (20 miles), Fritham Plain (2 miles northwest 
of Lyndhurst, 16 miles), Newbury (44 miles), Bourne- 
mouth (27 miles) and Yarmouth (I. W., only 10 miles). 


Mr. Davison’s idea is that the sound-rays were refracted 
by contrary winds over the heads of observers between 
10 and 45 miles, and were afterward brought down again 
by favorable upper currents, so that the reports were 
clearly audible beyond 50 miles and up to 140 miles 
from Spithead, and were so loud at a distance of 84 
miles that laborers in the fields put down their spades 
and listened. 


Gen. Leonard Wood, U. 8. A., on sick leave from 
Cuba, arrived at New York July 23 on the Morro 
Castle, accompanied by Major D. T. Laine, surgeon, 
and Lieut. Edward Carpenter, Mrs. Wood, her three 
children, Leonard, Osborne and Louise, three nurses 
and a servant, and his private secretary. The party 
were taken off the steamer on a quarantine tug, Gen- 
eral Wood going to the U. S. S. Kanawha, which was 
lying at anchor near by, and Mrs. Wood and the re- 
mainder of the family, as they are not immune from 
yellow fever, were taken to the home of Dr. Doty and 
Mrs. Doty at the quarantine station. After General 
Wood's family are released from quarantine, the Kana- 
wha will steam away for Long Island Sound, and as 
far east as the south shore of Cape Cod. Surgeon 
Laine said that the recovery of General Wood since 
sailing from Cuba was rapid. He was brought on 
board the Morro Castle in a litter, being too weak to 
walk, but the voyage did him so much good that he 
could walk off the boat by leaning on his friends. 











We had something to say in our issue of July 27 of 
Mr. LeRoy’s attempt to “size up” Aguinaldo by his 
facial characteristics, and said that a Westernef is a 
poor judge of Oriental physiognomy. A similar view is 
taken by Oscar King Davis, long the New York ‘‘Sun’s” 
correspondent in the Far East, who in writing of “The 
Real Aguinaldo” in “Everybody’s Magazine” for Au- 
gust says: “In ¢ommon with most other Americans, I 
was a good deal readier to delineate at length his com- 
plex characteristics a few weeks after I first met him, 
in the summer of 1898, than I have been since I came 
to know him more, if not better. The flippant ease with 
which the average American undertakes to tell all about 
the inscrutable Oriental almost as soon as he is intro- 
duced to him, is no more certain than the surprise of 
the analyst when he realizes after a long study that he 
doesn’t know anything about the subject.”

We notice that casualty lists are now being sent from 
the Philippines by mail instead of by telegraph, as form- 
erly. We learn that the change has been made to save 
the expense of cablegrams. If any reduction in ex- 
penses is to be made, it would seem that it could be 
made in another direction. Relatives are entitled 
to the earliest news of accidents to soldiers, and 
the saving effected by the use of the mails will not offset 
the anguish of those at home. Only a few months ago 
a Philadelphia family was first made acquainted with 
the loss in the Philippines of one of its members, an 
officer, by reading in our columns a notice of his death. 
Delay at the War Department in forwarding notice of 
his demise caused in this one instance great distress 
of mind to the officer’s relatives.

The transport McClellan, as reported by special cable 
to this paper arrived at Malta July 29, en route to 
Manila; all well. Her next stop will be Port Said, 
where she will coal. She will remain while so engaged 
for two days at the last named port, thus giving the 
passengers an opportunity to visit the City of Cairo and 
the Pyramids. After passing through the Suez Canal 
she will proceed through the Red Sea to Aden in Arabia, 
where another landing will be made, possibly for a day. 
The McClellan will then proceed through the Indian 
Ocean and the Straits of Malacca to Singapore, where 
the ship will take on coal. She will continue her voyage 
north of the Island of Borneo and from thence a north- 
easterly course to Manila.

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RECENT DEATHS, 


James R. Combs, who died on July 19 at Ottawa, 
Il.., after a long illness, was the father of Ensign Jas. 
k. Combs, U. 8S. N. He was born in Booneville, Oneida 
Comms New York, Nov. 11, 1843, and went to Llinois 
with his parents when five years of age. He served 
during the Civil War in the 127th Lllinois Volunteers, 
and was severely wounded, losing an arm aud never 
sufficiently recovering from the wounds received. He 
was most highly esteemed, and was known as a re- 
markably competent and faithful public official. He 
was neat, painstaking and gave strict attention to his 
office hours. He was a Republican and a strong par- 
tisan among partisans. In addition to his son, he is 
survived by his wife, who was Sara M. Tinkham, and 
his daughter, Mrs. Ewing Porter. 

The funeral of the late Capt. W. H. Wilhelm JZist 
Inf., who died in the Philippines from wounds received 
in battle, took place at Mauch Chunk, Pa., July 30, 
with full military and civic honors. Troops from Fort 
Columbus, under command of Capt. John Conklin, Art. 
Corps, were present by direction of Major General 
Brooke, and the committee of citizens at Mauch Chunk 
having the matter in charge did everything in their 
power to pay respect and honor to the gallant dead. A 
full account of the fight in which he lost his life is 
given in another column. 

James Bell, formerly a soldier of the 7th U. 8, In- 
fantry, who with others carried, during the Sioux 
troubles in 1876, at great risk, an important message 
from General Terry to General Crook, was buried with 
military honors at Fort Sheridan on Inly 30. 

Edward Kelly, Commodore of the New Rochelie 
Yacht Club, and a son of Eugene Kelly, who was at 
the head of the banking firm of Eugene Kelly & Co., 
of New York and San Francisco, and the City of 
Mexico, died suddenly on the morning of Saturday, 
July 27, at his summer home at Premium Point, New 
Rochelle. His death was caused by gastric hemor- 
rhages. Until a few hours before Mr. Kelly was taken 
sick he was in good health. He had made mag 
ments to entertain Rear Admiral Schley on is 
steam yacht, the Barracouta, on the evening of the day 
he died. Great preparations had been made at the 
club for the occasion. A fleet of fifty yachts had as- 
sembled off New Rochelle to salute the Admiral upon 
his arrival in New Rochelle, and the Mayor of the 
city and many of the yachtsmen and summer residents 
had received invitations to attend a dinner and recep- 
tion to be given by Mr. Kelly at the club house. 

Major James A. Raney, formerly of Newburgh, N. 
Y., a veteran of the Mexican and Civil wars, died in 
Philadelphia July 30. He recruited the first volunteers 
in the State at the outbreak of the Civil War and 
served as major of the 36th N. Y. Volunteers. 


Rear Admiral John Irwin, retired, who died at his 
residence, 1120 Vermont avenue, Washington, D. C., 
July 29, 1901, after an illness of several months, due to 
a complication of diseases, leaves a wife and daughter 
and one son, John Irwin, paymaster on the Essex, now 
stationed at Newport. dmiral Irwin was born in 
Pennsylvania on April 15, 1832,-and was appointed to 
the Navy from that State on Sept. 9, 1847, and was 
attached to the frigate Cumberlard on the home squad- 
ron. He served on that vessel during the years of 1847 
and 1848. During 1849 and 1850 he performed duty 
aboard the frigate St. Lawrence, Mediterranean uad- 
ron; from the following year to 1853 he served off the 
coast of Africa on board the sloop John Adams. In 
June of 1853 he was promoted to passed midshipman 
and was assigned to duty, in 1854, on the steamer 
Fulton, and remained aboard that vessel until 1856, 
during which time he was promoted to be a master. 
On Sept. 16, 1855, he was commissioned a lieutenant. 
During 1857 to 1858 he was doing duty with the Coast 
Survey Service, and during 1859 to 1860 he served on 
board the sloop Savannah. He served for the next two 
years on the steam frigate Wabash, gee | of the 
South Atlantic Blockading Squadron, during which time 
he took part in the capture of the forts at Hatteras Inlet, 
the capture of Forts Walker and Beauregard, the bom- 
bardment and capture of Fort Pulaski and had charge 
of the boat howitzers ashore at the battle of Port Royal 
Ferry Jan. 1, 1862. During the year 1864, while he 
heid the rank of lieutenant commander, he was on ord- 
nance duty in Philadelphia, and then served one year 
with the Western Gulf Blockading Squadron, after 
which he was on special duty in Philadelphia for another 
year. He was commissioned commander July 25, 1866. 
Subsequent service included duty with the North At- 
lantic Squadron, League Island Navy Yard, Pacific 
Station and Mare Island Navy Yard. He became a 
commodore in March, 1886, and reached the grade of 
Rear Admiral in May, 1891, and was placed on the 
retired list April 15, 1894. 

Major William E. Almy, Portc Rico Provisional 
Regiment of Infantry (captain, 5th U. S. Cavalry), who 
died at San Juan August 1 of appendicitis, was a son 
of Rear Admiral Almy and a_ very efficient and 
energetic officer. He was graduated from West Point 
in 1879, and promoted to the 3d Infantry but immedi- 
ately afterwards transferred to the 5th Cavalry. He 
attained a captaincy in 1898. During the Spanish- 
American War he served as major and A. A. G., and in 
March, 1900, was appointed major of the Porto Rico 
Regiment, mustered out as such June 30 last, and on 
July 1, was commissioned major of the Porto Rico 
Provisional Regiment of Infantry. His service in 
Porto Rico has been arduous and responsible, and in the 
death of Major Almy the Service has lost a most valu- 
able officer. 

A recent death much regretted in the 16th Infantry 
was that of Commissary Sergeant Borstelmann, who 
died at the Ist Reserve Hospital, Manila, on June 17 
of chronic dysentery.

In conformity with the general scheme of the Secre- 
tary of War to reduce the expenses of the Army 
wherever possible, the Quartermaster’s Department is 
releasing from charter manv of the transports on the 
Pacific coast in view of the decreased need of trans- 
port service, now that all the Volunteer Army are dis- 
charged, and the forces in the Philippines réduced. 
ports have been received at the War Department from 
Inspectors General pointing out extravagance in opera- 
tion in the Army transport system. It is said by these 
officers that in many cases a transport is provided with 
twice as many men as it actually needs. xtravagance 
in the use of repairs and supplies is alleged. hese 
reports are old, and the evils pointed out have in most 
instances been corrected. In justice to the officers of 
the Quartermaster’s Department, it should be stated 
that they have made every endeavor to keep down the 
expenses of the 5 service. Both General Lu- 
dington and General Bird have labored incessantly to 
improve the service, and, for the most part, their work 
has been crowned with success. General Bird last 
year made a tour of inspection of the Pacific trans- 
ports, and even went as far as Manila in his endeavors 
to improve the management of the ships. Now General 
Ludington is in the Philippines inspecting the work of 
his department there and also making careful note of 
the conduct of the transports. Much of the misman- 
agement of the transport service in the past was due 
to the fact that inexperienced officers were given charge 
of a vessel. Great care is now given to the selection 
of officers to be quartermasters and commissaries of 
these ships, and they have not now, under Secretary 
Root’s orders, nearly so much latitude in the manage- 
ment of the vessels as they had formerly.

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Ventura Quinto, of Amulung, Luzon, was_ carried 
away by force from his home on the night of May 26, 
and brutally murdered. As a result of four days’ hard 
work: with the mounted detachment of Company L, 
16th Infantry, Capt. Thos. M. Moody, commanding that 
company, succeeded in running down every man impli- 
eated in the crime and the conviction of every one 
seems certain. The murders number seven. Captain 
Moody has complete confessions from two of the men 
and partial confession from others. The murder was 
due to the activity of the victim in assisting the authori- 
ties on 1rormer occasions in running down ladrones, of 
whom the men probably formed a part. The quick and 
complete capture of all implicated in the murder, with 
the almost certain prospect of their conviction, gave 
great satisfaction in that vicinity and from the Aparri 

‘‘News” we learn a banquet was gi~2n to Captain Moody 
on May 31 in honor of that even.. 

The “News” of Aparri, Luzon, of June 22 said: 
“Capt. L. S. Sorley, 14th Inf., accompanied by Mrs. 
Sorley and child, left Aparri for Manila last week to 
join his regiment. The band met them at the dock 
and rendered a few farewell pieces, and it was with 
genuine regret that the regiment parted with one of 
its favorite officers.” 





We have heretofore described in the Army and Navy 
Journal the Swedish process of casting steel guns 
chiefly valuable as a measure of economy. It appears 
to have made a most favorable impression on General 
Miles during his visit to Sweden some three years ago, 
though our ordnance officers do not look upon it with 
equal favor. The arrival at Sandy Hook of a Swedish 
rifle of 15 ¢c. m. 5.9 inches caliber will give an oppor- 
tunity to prove how far General Miles is correct in his 
approval of the Swedish gun. There is a suggestion that 
the test of field guns will hereafter be made at Fort Riley, 
where the final tests of the 3-inch mountain gun de- 
signed by the Bethlehem Steel Company is to be made, 
though its ballistic trial is to be at Sandy Hook. This 
gun is similar to the Maxim-Nordenfeldt mountain gun 
tried by our troops in the Philippines with such excellent 
results, as described here at the time. The Bethlehem 
gun is smaller than the foreign gun and a complete 
equipment for it can be packed on interchangeable 
saddles.

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GRAVE MISTAKE IN SCHLEY CASE. 


The Assistant Secretary of the Navy has made a grave 
mistake in refusing to permit the fifth paragraph in the 
precept in the Schley case to be altered to read as it 
should read, “failure to obey orders,” instead of, as it 
does read, “disobedience of orders.” There should be no 
taint of unfairness or prejudgment in this case if trouble 
in the future is to be avoided, and it is distinctly unjust 
to Admiral Schley to assume that he has admitted diso- 
bedience of orders in a technical sense. The paragraph 
is illogical, inasmuch as it instruets the court in effect 
to report its opinion of wilful disobedience of orders, to 
which there can be but one answer. Reference to the 
dictionary by Captain Lemly, of which the reporters 
make so much, could have no significance, for the Judge 
Advocate of the Navy does not go to the dictionary for 
definitions of offenses punishabie under the Regulations 
for the Government of the Navy.

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OUR PRESENT ARMY. 

General Breckinridge, Inspector General of the Army, 
has recently stated unofficially that in his opinion there 
has been a decided falling off in the last three years in 
the standard of efficiency of the Army. This is ascribed 
to the fact that the Army has been for the most part 
in the field during that period instead of at posts 
where the men had little else to do but to drill and 
perfect themselves in the technicalities. Then, too, 
the Army is filled with recruits who have had little op- 
portunity thus far to learn the details of military life. 
Regarding this matter General Breckinridge has been 
quoted as saying: “T consider the troops that we sent 
to Cuba against Spain the finest body of soldiers ever 
brought together in the world. They represented the 
very highest type of the human fighting) machine, both 
as regards physical condition and professional quali- 
fications. That was the force that Lord Wolseley re- 
ferred to the other day when he said that the American 
Army was the best Army of its size in the world. 
But it is impossible to maintain the highest degree of 
efficiency and fight an enemy at the same time. The 
Army training schools have been closed for the past 
two years and there has been no opportunity to give 
to the men that thorough and complete drill that marked 
the early military education of the recruits of four and 





five years ogo. 

“The Department has been unable to take advantage of 
the main idea in organizing the Army on a three bat- 
talion basis. That idea was to always have one of 
three battalions a home battalion, so that one-third of 


the troops could be at the home forts and training 
schools while the other two-thirds were in the field. 
However, I look for an early change for the better in 
conditions. The artillery school at Fort Monroe, Va., 
has been reopened, the Fort Leavenworth Infantry 
School has received its first class in many months, 
and Secretary Root is considering plans for an enor- 
mous central maneuvering camp. Arrangements are 


being made for a further reduction of the force in the 
Philippines, and the men brought home will be sent to 


the forts and schools where they can have systematic 
study and drill. A year of steady work in this direc- 
tion will do wonders in improving the whole tone of 


the Army.” 

The Inspector General will leave for Manila by the 
way of San Francisco about Aug. 16. The primary 
purpose of his trip is to gather data which could be 
used by the Secretary of War to improve the general 
efficiency of the Army. No one realizes better than 
Mr. Root that the Army is lacking in many details 
essential to the completeness of a military organization. 
From the Philippines, where he will make a careful 
inspection of the Army, General Breckinridge will 
proceed to China and make careful note of the needs 
of the men in that country. He will especially ex- 
amine into the management and discipline of the foreign 
remnant of the allied armies, with a view to getting 
information which will prove useful to our War De- 
partment. The reports which have been received from 
our Army officers who were with the allied armies tend 
to show that the Army of this country does not com- 
pare favorably with the armies of Europe in matters 
pertaining to clothing, discipline and such details.

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CORPS OF ARTILLERY. 


With the recent increase of the Artilery Corps by 
another one-sixth of the increase authorized by the act 
of Feb. 2, the War Department is formulating plans 
for the ultimate distribution of all the batteries and com- 
panies as soon as the Corps reaches its maximum 
strength. General Randolph, Chief of Artillery, has 
submitted to Lieutenant General Miles and the Secre- 
tary of War a scheme which definitely locates each bat- 
tery and company. This scheme is based upon the sup- 
position that there is to be a complete reorganization 
of the Army posts, which, in fact, is the case, for 
Secretary Root has directed a General Order to be pre- 
pared appointing a board of officers to look into the 





post reorganization scheme and make recommendations 
thereon. 

The Acting Quartermaster General has prepared and 
submitted to Seeretary Root a statement, giving plans 
for the improvement of those Army posts which are 
to be retained, and also giving plans for the creation of 
new and more improved posts at such sites as may be 
selected by the board referred to. The War Depart- 
ment now has $3,000,000 at its disposal for the im- 
provement of Army posts, of which sum $860,000 is 
to be expended on the artillery posts alone. New quar- 
ters are to be erected for the artillerymen at all of the 
coast fortifications, and general improvments will be 
made. 

The reorganization of the Army posts, which means 
the improvement of many and the entire abandonment 
of others, with the creation of several new posts to take 
the places of those given up, is simply another step in 
Secretary Root’s plan for the betterment of tlie Army. 
His recent inspection tour has, he says, given him a 
much clearer idea of the wants of Army posts. The 
appointment of the board of reorganization is the out- 
come. . 

The Chief of Artillery contemplates making radical 
changes in the armament and in the forces stationed 
at New York Harbor fortifications. There will be re- 
ductions in the strength of the artillery stationed at 
some of these posts and increases made at others. All 
of this is embraced in the general scheme which he 
has submitted for the approval of Secretary Root. The 
Engineer Corps is also at work planning for the estab- 
lishment of the new defenses to guard the Ambrose 
Channel that is ultimately to supplant the East Chan- 
nel of New York Harbor as the main path for vessels 
entering and leaving that port. There is no doubt but 
that new fortifications will be erected to guard the new 
channel. 

The future scheme for stationing the batteries of the 
Artillery Corps is being discussed py the Lieutenant 
General and the Chief of Artillery. General Randolph 
is strenuously urging that batteries be stationed in pairs 
and not singly, as has been proposed. He calls particu. 
lar attention to the fact that if they were stationed 
singly there would be no incentive to keep up to the 
highest standard of efficiency; there would be none of 
that worthy feeling of jealousy, which operates for the 
good of the Service, and there would be nothing slight- 
ly better than itself which could be emulated with ad- 
vantage. In all probability General Randolph's scheme 
of stationing the batteries in pairs will be adopted by 
the War Department. It now remains to be decided 
where they will be finally stationed—what posts will 
be considered as light battery posts. This is a ques- 
tion for future consideration. 

It is now said at the War Department that there will 
probably be only two general camping grounds estab- 
lished instead of four, as had been proposed. One of 
these will be at Fort Riley, and the other will doubtless 
be somewhere in the East. The site for the latter has 
not been definitely selected. 

The War Department will immediately issue a gen- 
eral order for the organization of the nine new com- 
panies of Coast Artillery made possible by the recent 
increases in the strength of the corps. Such an order 
has, indeed, been prepared by General Randolph, and 
is now in the hands of the printer. Its promulgation is 
being anxiously awaited by officers of the corps who 
are contemplating assignments to one of the new cem- 
panies.

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BULLFIGHTS AND COCKFIGHTS. 


Interesting are the reflections excited by the display 
of favor with which bullfights have been received in 
the United States, and the thoughtful American is led 
to ask himself whether, in mingling so intimately as 
we have during the past three years with tropical 
life, we are not falling under the influences that shape 
the ideas of the Islanders, and are not perceptibly 
changing our standards of morality. As soon as the 
professional reformers, early in the occupancy of Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, began to busy them- 
selves with the habits of the natives, we promptly 
called their attention to the necessity of keeping an eye 
on our own morals and leaving the Army authorities 
free to attend to more important business than the 
sports of the people in those islands. 

When the Americans three years ago were pointing 
to bullfighting as an evidence of the degeneracy of the 
Spaniards, they little thought, perhaps, that at the 
opening of the new century there would be found strong 
American endorsement of the amusement that has been 
generally held by Anglo-Saxons to be the most brutal 
and irrational of any exhibitions that are classed under 
the misused name of “sport.” But we have at hand 
this support, and it is furnished by the Washington 
“Post,” whose influence may have the more weight 
since by some it may be taken to reflect, in a 
measure, our national sentiment. The bullfighting ex- 
hibitions at Omaha (Neb.) lead the “Post” to say that 
no one needs “to waste pity on the bulls that figure 
in the Plaza de Toros. The bulls killed in the arena 
are always dangerous and unmanageable. As for ‘tor- 
turing,’ that is all humbug; the bull at no time is sub- 
jected to serious injury before the matador appears, and 
then he is not tortured at all. He kills, or he is killed 
by one lightning stroke, and that ends it. Communities 
that enjoy bullfighting,” it says, ‘‘and wish to have it, 
should not be balked by communities that feel the other _ 
way. We may say, indeed, that bullfighting is little, if 





any, more immoral than dog or cockfighting, the 

ring or the football field—provided the standard be that 
of the amount of death, broken bones and impaired 
faculties that result.” 

While to some it may seem to be a work of super- 
erogation to discuss at this day the question whether 
bullfighting or football is the more degrading, we may 
call the attention of the *‘Post” to the difference between 
bullfighting and the other contests with which it com- 
pares it. Bullfighting is the only “sport” in which man 
is matched against the helpless brute. In dogfighting 
and cockfighting, creatures of their own species are 
pitted against each other as a result of their own pug- 
nacious instincts. Catfighting or setter dog fighting is 
unknown simply because such creatures refuse to fight. 
The “Post” has evidently not heard of John L. Sulli- 
van’s first and last visit to a bullfight, which was in 
Mexico, The great prizefighter, who by the rules of 
the ring had been limited to men of his class, viewed the 
spectacle for a few minutes with evident disgust, and 
then stalked angrily away, saying: “That ain’t sport. 
The bull’s got no show.” 

This Washington approval of exhibitions that are 
simply the swift killing of the abattoirs long drawn out 
for the debasement of spectators, who would be shocked, 
no doubt, if seats were erected in the Chicago stock- 
yards and an admission fee were charged for witness- 
ing the slaughter of brutes for food, has impressed the 
Rochester (N. Y.) “Democrat and Chronicle” to such an 
extent that it makes this ironical comment: ‘‘Who 
knows but that the day will come when the inauguration 
ball at Washington will be preceded by the inauguration 
bullfight.” 

A delegation of Protestant clergymen recently visited 
the Provost Marshal General at Manila to demand 
prompt action by the authorities against cockfighting. 
The Manila ‘““‘Times” said of this visit: “It is under- 
stood that General Davis, who is a man of sound prac- 
tical views, and does not hesitate to express them, gave 
his visitors a frank statement, including some opinions 
on the matter. As a result the committee reported its 
findings at another meeting, and two more members, 
Revs. J. B. Rogers and W. G. Gritz, were elected 
to assist in going further into the matter.” From 
this it is to be presumed that the authorities are to 
be nagged some more. A Catholic view of cockfighting 
is found in “La Fraternidad,” which, antagonizing the 
Protestant opinion, said it did not “believe a determina- 
tion to root out an inveterate habit of the natives to be 
well considered. Under the old religious regime,” it 
declared, “it was ruled not to permit cockfights except 
on Sundays, beginning after high mass and ending at 
sundown.” This paper is published in Manlia. 

We wonder if this delegation had read in the Manila 
“‘New American” of April 17 an account of a dancing 
party at the residence, in the Calle Cabildo, of Mrs. N-, 
an American lady. “Several specialties of a native 
character,” said the local report, ‘were presented during 
the evening.” One of these was a cockfight, not an 
imitation affair, but, said th « pi 
cockfight.” the account, a_ typical 

A more practical view of the evils of the sport is taken 
by the manufacturers and business men of Manila, who 
are said to be opposed to cockfighting on the ground 
that it is impossible to induce the Filipinos to work as 
long as they have any clothes to bet on a favorite cock. 
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A SINGLE TAX THEORIST ANSWERED. 


While it is true that a people have a certain right to 
say what shall be done in a practical way on their own 
soil, it is equally true that a narrow-minded race have 
not the right to shut out from use vast natural re- 
sources which are as much the right of other peoples 
to enjoy as their own land is for the native race to 
govern.—Army and Navy Journal, April 


Will Mr. Church carry that reasoning a little farther? 
A narrow-minded section of the community to-day shut 
out from use vast natural resources which other people 
have an equal right to enjoy. The Army and Navy 
Journal has shown a disposition to discuss public 
questions in a liberal and fair-minded way, and we do 
not doubt that if it sees the application of its own 
reasoning it will not hesitate to avow it—Single Tax 
Review. 

It is hardly worth our while to reason about a propo- 
sition the truth of which we absolutely deny. All rights 
in this country are subject to the law, which is an 
expression of the general judgment of the community 
as to what is best, so far as it is possible to obtain 
such an expression, under any system of government. 
Nothing is more certain than that the rights of prop- 
erty are based upon the general acceptance by the com- 
munity of the restrictions founded in the recognition of 
these rights, and no man has any control of natural 
resources except such as the community, acting through 
its accredited agents, gives to him. When our ances- 
tors landed on this continent they found it in the pos- 
session of a people who believed in leaving its natural 
resources free to all. Had they continued in possession 
the American continent would have still been a wilder- 
ness, inhabited by a poverty stricken race. That it 
has been transformed into a magnificent domain, sup- 
porting 75,000,000 of people in a degree of average com- 
fort superior to that of any other people is due to the 
fact that our forefathers were wise enough to estab- 
lish a system of laws by which our “vast natural re- 
sources” passed under the control of those most com- 
petent to make them available for an increase of the 
public wealth. That our system of government and 
laws is perfect we by no means maintain, but general 
principles for the government of great communities 
cannot be derived from the study of individual cases 
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of hardship and wrong. That an increase in wealth 
has resulted in the improvement of average conditions 
is shown by the fact that even our tramps are as well 
off as the average Indian who roamed the plains when 
our “vast natural resources” were free to all.—[Editor 
Army and Navy Journal.]

THE SCHLEY INQUIRY. 


Admiral Kimberly, as in our last issue we surmised 
he would do, has written to the Navy Department ask- 
ing to be excused from serving on the Schley court of 
inquiry, owing to the condition of his health. 

Capt. James Parker, one of Admiral Schley’s counsel, 
who is a graduate of the Naval Academy (1846) 
and an ex-officer of the Navy, has been in Washington 
during the week examining the official records relative 
to the West Indies campaign. Newspaper rumor has it 
that ex-Congressman Jere M. Wilson, one of the most 
celebrated lawyers of the capital, will be the leading 
counsel for Admiral Schley. 

The New York “Journal” of July 28 published a cable 
interview with Admiral Cervera, who commanded the 


Spanish fleet at Santiago. This is what the interview 
makes the Spanish Admiral say, though it by no means 
follows that it is what he did actually say: 

“Personally, I shall never forget the generous and 
courteous treatment that was accorded to me by the 
Americans, and particularly by Admiral Schley. He 
impressed me as a gallant officer and a high-minded 
gentleman in the fullest sense of the phrase. A priori, 
1 should say that a man of noble principles and gen- 
erous impulses cannot be a coward. To such men I 
would look rather for Castilian bravery. The naval 
battle of Santiago was short and decisive—so short that 
there was no time for any exchange of compliments; 
«) decisive that I can hardly believe that cowardice 
was thinkable. The fight was over in about three hours 
and three-quarters. Had I been captured in the days 
of ancient Rome, my back might have been used as a 
stepping place for the conqueror mounting his horse. 
Admiral Semey treated me on terms of absolute uality. 

‘His flagship, the Brooklyn, was west in the blockad- 
ing line, and was therefore the most exposéd. She was 
engaged in a running fight with the Viscaya and the 
Colon. When the Brooklyn and the Oregon got within 
range of the Colon they opened fire, and the latter was 
compelled to run ashore, The Cristobal Colon also 
struck her colors to the Brooklyn and the Oregon. ‘she 
Brooklyn, holding the westward blockading position, was 
within range of:our ships and batteries all the time, 
though our ships lacked certain things necessary for full 
effectiveness. Admiral Schley showed ability and thor- 
oughness. Admiral Schley accomplished fully the work 
allotted to him, and therefore it does not seem to me 
that there is any room for adverse criticism—at least 
from the American side.” , 

The same paper, in its issue of July 31, printed a cable 
interview with Captain Moreu, who commanded the 
Cristobal Colon at Santiago. Captain Moreau is thus 
quoted: ; . 
NAT the American officers, without exception, did 
their duty in the naval battle of Santiago. So did we, 
although it is certain that we were vanquished by 
superiority of force. It is absurd and unpatriotic to 
make any exception in the case of Admiral Schley. 
It is absurd because the Brooklyn was in the thick of 
the fight throughout. She was at the mouth of the 
harbor when we tried to pass out, and engaged us with 
a terrifie fire, doing frightful damage to the end. In 
the pursuit of the Cristobal Colon we surrendered to the 
Brooklyn forty-five miles west of Santiago. 

“The Brooklyn was the first to encounter us as we 
were coming out, and the first to lead in the pursuit, 
and she kept up the lead, with the Oregon vastly aiding. 
The Brooklyn landed a shell just ahead of my ship, and, 
with the Oregon helping her, there was nothing left for 
me to de but run ashore. The Brooklyn’s conduct was 
brave: henee Commodore Schley’s was brave. Schley 
was on post, where he was put by Sampson. After the 
battle commenced, each commander acted according to 
circumstances, and events show that the Brooklyn bore 
a brave part. 

“I should say that Schley was not only brave, but 
very competent, as is Sampson, whom I know person- 
ally. I don’t know Schley, but I am a friend of Captain 
Cook, of the Brooklyn, whose photograph I have. On 
the back of it you can read the following: ‘Duty to our 
flags brought us together in strife. The sea made us 
friends. May God preserve your life and give to you 
that measure of blessing which your courage so richly 
deserves.” 

“I believe the whole crew of the Brooklyn, including 
Schley, acted with great bravery under fire and amid 
the storm of projectiles. Of all the American ships the 
Brooklyn was the most exposed to our fire and to that 
of our batteries. Commodore Schley’s own report was 
1 model of a plain, sailorlike and gentlemanly statement. 
Schley directed that our officers retain their personal 
effects. A coward is never generous. 

“The attack upon Schley is unpatriotic. As a naval 
officer I deplore it, because the Navy should be as sensi- 
tive as a woman about its honor.” 

The newspapers of July 30 had an interview purport- 
ing to come from Capt. Thomas F. Schley, 23d Inf., son 
of Rear Admiral Schley. The young officer is now 
stationed at Fort Douglas, Utah, and the interview 
mikes him say this: “Some startling facts will be 
brought to light. If the whole truth shall be known 
the reputations of others than my father are likely to 
suffer. I would like to have the privilege of asking 
Admiral Sampson just one question: ‘If the battle of 
Santiago had resulted in defeat, to whom would the 
blame have been attached? 

“That is the whole situation in a nutshell, I think. 
Ir Admiral Schley had lost the battle of Santiago, he 
would have been blamed for it. He won it—he should 
have the credit.” 

Regarding the charge of disobedience of orders made 
against Admiral Schley in May, 1898, Captain Schley 
savs: “Phe fact in this case is that my father has a 
letter from Admiral Sampson directing him to do exactly 
what he did. This letter will be produced in evidence 
hefore the eourt of inquiry. In May, 1898, he was 
maintaining the blockade at Cienfuegos. Secretary Long 
wired Admiral Sampson, strongly advising him that the 
blockading fleet go to Santiago in the hope of finding 
th Spanish fleet in the harbor there. Admiral Sampson 
sent the despatch to Admiral Schley accompanied by a 
hote, in whieh he said: ‘After duly considering the 
telegram, I have decided to make no change in the 
prevent plans; that is, that you should hold your squadron 
at Cienfuegos.” This letter was supvressed. 

“I have just written to mv father thet I thought he 
ought to spare nobody, and that he should withhold none 
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of the facts in his possession about Admiral Sampson 
or anybody else. If this inquiry is full and fair, some 
facts will be disclosed that will startle the public. My 
father has several strong cards up his sleeve, and 
trust that he will make use of them all.” 

The New York “Herald” of July 26 had a long inter- 
view with Admiral Sampson, whom the reporter found 
in Boston, lying in bed propped up with pillows and 
seemingly suffering much pain. The Admiral, re- 
ferring to his going to Siboney the morning of the fight, 
said he chose the time of day when Cervera would be 
most unlikely to issue from the harbor. Then the inter- 
view quotes Admiral Sampson as saying: 

“In this connection it may be well to state that Shaf- 
ter had represented to the War Department that the 
Navy was not co-operating—at least, from his point re 
wou 


view. As I remember it, his complaint was that 
not take the fleet into Santiago Harbor. My reason for 
not taking it in, as every one by this time should know, 


was that, aside from my judgment in the case, I had 
received mandatory orders from the Navy rtment 
not to jeopardize any of the vessels on mine fields or by 
attacking heavy batteries until the Spanish fleet had 
been destroyed.” 

The order from the Navy Department epading him to 
Siboney, said the Admiral, “reiterated the positive order 
received once or twice before, that I must nof risk any 
of my vessels on mine fields before the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet.” 

As to sending the Massachusetts to Guantanamo to 
coal, Admiral Sampson is reported as saying: “This 
weakening of the line was an unavoidable feature of the 
blockade. Although we did do considerable coaling from 
colliers on the blockading line, we found it impossible 
to keep a sufficient supply on board of all the vessels by 
this method. It must be remembered that the vessels 
were constantly under way and had to keep steam in 
enough of their boilers to be ready to move at 
speed at immediate notice. This involved the expending 
of coal faster than it could be put on board by coaling 
in the open, and we were, therefore, obliged to send a 
vessel each morning to Guantanamo to coal.” 

The Admiral was asked if he had weakened the block- 
ading line by taking the flagship New York away to 
chase schooners for prize money. He said he had n 
in but one chase during the Santiago blockade, and that 
was on the day of his arrival or the day after. The 
ship chased was not a schooner but a steamer, supposed 
to be a collier with coal for Cervera. 

The “Herald” of July 27 also contained an interview 
with Lieutenant Commander Hodgson, in which the 
latter was said to have used this language: “I was on 
the bridge of the Brooklyn, and therefore had full op- 
portunity of observing all that was going on. To my 
personal knowledge, the helm was kept hard aport dur- 
ing the whole time of turning the loop until eased u 
to parallel the course of the Viscaya, then about 
yards away on the starboard bow. As the Brooklyn’s 
tactical diameter is only about 600. yards. she therefore 
= not have run further than 600 yards to the south- 
ward.” 


THE MOSQUITO AND QUARANTINE. 

The ever-widening discussion of the possibilities of the 
mosquito as a purveyor of disease germs includes among 
its latest additions a paper by Surgeon General Stern- 
berg, U. S. A., in the “Popular Science Monthly” for 
July. While much has been learned since our Army 
doctors took up systematic research into the disease- 
spreading powers of the insect after the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, one is scarcely prepared to go as far as the 
New York “Evening Post,’’ when it says that in Gen- 
eral Sternberg’s paper it is “proved beyond the possi- 
bility of a doubt” that “yellow fever may be com- 
municated to human beings, and that it cannot be com- 
municated by contact of healthy persons with sick 
one’s, or with the clothing or belongings of sick one’s.” 
The “Post” usually seeks to choose its words with great 
nicety, but this time it seems to have gone a little too 
far. If the “Post” read the report to the Liverpool 
Tropical School of Medicine by the commission of doc- 
tors sent to study the mosquito, a few months ago, as a 
disseminator of disease, it must have noted their absolute 
denial to that insect of any such powers, their remarks 
on the subject partaking almost of the nature of ridicule. 
We referred to this report in our columns several months 
ago. The value of the report of this commission lies in 
the thoroughness with which it did its work, a thorough- 
ness shown by the fact that one of the members con- 
tracted the very fever he was investigating and died. 
In such a thing as medicine it is not wise to predicate 
of any discovery within the period of three years that 
it is “proved beyond the shadow of a doubt.” We have 
even at this late day manv people who utterly deny the 
efficacy of the Pasteur methods for curing hydrophobia, 
and the school of anti-vaccinationists shows no diminu- 
tion in energy or vituperation. 

The experiments to which Dr. Sternberg refers show 
that the methods of disinfecting ships and their cargoes 
coming. from infected ports are utterly less, since, 
according to the conclusions he draws, nobely could pos- 
sibly take yellow fever from such a source. varantine 
is still useful, but it is the quarantining of the patient 
against the mosquito that alone is necessary. In other 
words, if a patient were taken to a climate where the 
mosquito does not exist, he could mingle freely with 
healthy people without menacing their health; However, 
it is not to be expected that the health authorities in the 
ports of the world will suddenly turn about and reverse 
the practices of years in regard to the disinfection of 
ships and clothing on the conclusions drawn from stud- 
ies of a few months. While it is gratifying. to. know 
that our medical men are “getting a line” on yellow 
fever, we should not be carried away by enthusiasm 
into giving to a discovery too much importance, always 
remembering that, next to the weather, as one philoso- 
pher used to say, the most ticklish thing to make pre- 
dictions about is remedies. 


NAVAL CELEBRATION AT NEWPORT. 

The fete at Newport, R. I., July 30, in honor of the 
North Atlantic Squadron and the New York Yacht 
Club, was one of the most noteworthy celebrations 
ever held in the harbor and drew immense crowds, while 
the citv was decorated from one end to the other. 

In the morning at 8 o'clock there was a salute to 
the North Atlantic Squadron and the New York Yacht 
Club by the Newport Artillery from Fort Green, and 
replies from ships and yachts. 

Next came a twelve-oared cutter race for a purse of 
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twelve-oared crews from the battleships followed. It 
was nip and tuck between the Massachusetts and 
Kearsarge men until the finish, when the Massachusetts 
tars pulled over the line winners ay, Ore lengths. 

Comdr. Newton EB. Mason, U. N., was referee of © 
the cutter races. At 11 a. m., an exhibition was given 
of the U. 8S. submarine torpedo boat Holl com- 
manded by Lieutenant Caldwell, which proved great 
interest. 

In the afternoon there was a grand shore parade, and 
a review by Governor Guony, fore offi Army 
and Navy officers and other distinguished guests.

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The report of enlistments for the Regular Army for the 
month of June, for which we are indebted to the cour- 
tesy of Capt. John P. Finley, 9th Inf., Recruiting 
Officer of U. 8., records a decrease of twenty-seven 
in the number of recruiting stations. The total enlist- 
ments for the foot service, Infantry and Artillery, were 
2.215, and for the mounted service, 898; in all, 3,117. 
Of the enlistments for foot service 109 were colored 
and 392 Porto Ricans. Of the mounted enlistments 
18 were colored and 4 Indian scouts. There were in all 
6,310 rejections or 67 per cent. of those offering them- 
selves for enlistment. The aggregate enlistments in 
June, 1900, were 2,713, and the rejections 6,310 or 
70 per cent. The attention of the “Army and Na 
Gazette” of London, is called to these figures, which 
perhaps sufficiently answer the question asked in its 
issue of ta | 20 as to the number of enlistments for 
our Army. In connection with the report of the enlist- 
ments in previous months, given here from time to 
time, they show that something over 100,000 men 
apply at our recruiting offices annually for enlistment 
in the Regular Army of the United States. Of these 
one-third are accepted and two-thirds rejected.

public:

Sir: I have the honor to acknowl receipt of the 
Department’s communication of July inst., enclosing 
copy of an order “convening, pursuant to a request 
contained in my) communication of the 22d inst., a 
Court of Ye 

Inasmuch as the court is directed to “investigate,” 
and, after such investigation, report a ‘‘full and de- 
tailed statement of all the pertinent facts which it may 
deem to be established, together with its opinion and 
recommendation in the premises,” I would res fully 
suggest to the Department that Paragraph of the 
Department’s precept, which is as follows, viz., “5—The 
circumstances attending and the reasons for the dis- 
obedience by Commodore Schley of the orders of the 
Department contained in its despatch dated May 25, 
1898, and the propriety of his conduct in the premises,” 
be modified so as to omit the Department’s expression of 
opinion and thus leave the court free to express its own 
opinion in that matter. Very respectfully,

This is the reply: 

Navy Department, Washington, Aug. 1, 1901. 

Sir: The Department has received your letter of 
the 27th ult., in which you acknowledge the receipt 
of a copy of the order convening, at your request, a 
Court of Inquiry to investigate your conduct during the 
war with Spain, and suggest that Paragraph 5 of said 
order, directing the court to inquire into “the circum- 
stances attending and the reasons for the disobedience 
by Commodore Schley of the orders of the Department,” 
&ec., “be so modified as to omit the Department’s ex- 
pression of opinion, and thus leave the court free to 
express its opinion in that matter.” 

In reply you are advised that the precept calls for 
an inquiry by the court, and the ascertainment of per- 
tinent facts. For the purpose of setting on foot this 
inquiry, the precept treats certain matters as estab- 
lished, such, for instance, as the arrival of the “Flying 
Squadron” off Cienfuegos and off Santiago; the retro- 
grade movement westward; the turn of the Brooklyn 
on July 3, 1898; and the fact that you disobeyed orders 
as seperted 7 you in your telegram dated Kingston, 
May 28, 1 . in which you say: “Much to be re- 
gretted, cannot obey orders of the Department.” 

Inasmuch, however, as it is the Department’s pur- 
pose that the court shall be absolutely free to report, 
if such shall be found to be the case, that you did not 
wilfully disobey the orders, or that you were justified in 
disobeying them, and that this may be clearly under- 
stood, your letter of the 27th ult., with copy of this 
reply, will be duly forwarded to the court.

LAUNCH OF THE MAINE. 


The battleship Maine, in the presence of many thou- 
sands of spectators, was launched from Cramps’ Ship 
Yards, Philadelphia, Pa., July 27, the huge vessel gliding 
down the ways in the smoothest possible manner, taking 
her initial dip in the water amid the screeching of 
whistles and the cheers and shouts of the multitude. 


The Navy Department was officially represented by 
Capt. Richard ‘P. Leary, U. S. N., formerly Governor 
of Guam, and unofficially by Rear Admirals Geo. W. 
“—- Royal B. Bradford and John G. Walker, U. 





Miss Mary Preble Anderson christened the vessel. 
She missed smashing the bottle of wine on the stem at 
the first attempt, but was successful on the second. If 
she said, “I christen thee Maine,” as she broke the 
bottle, no one heard her. When the former battle- 
ship Maine was launched, at Brooklyn, no words came 
from the lips of the sponsor of that vessel, Miss Wil- 
merding, ea was a little girl at that time. Miss An- 
derson, who christened the present Maine, is a daughter 
of W. H. Anderson, who served as a paymaster in the 
Navy during the Spanish-American War. She is the 
granddaughter of Hugh J. Anderson, a former Governor 
of Maine, niece of Lieutenant Comdr. Preble, U. 8. N., 
who was navigator of the Kearsarge during the Civil 
War, and a granddaughter of Commodore Edward 
Preble, who was a distinguished naval officer. 

The keel of the new battleship was laid Feb. 15, 1899, 
on the anniversary of the destruction of the Maine in 
Havana harbor. The type of the Maine is that of a 
first-class battleship, of the same style as the Alabama, 
but larger and more powerful, carrying a greater area 
of armor and mote guns. Her armament will consist of 
four 12-inch breech-loading rifles, sixteen 6-inch rapid- 
fire guns, mounted in broadside. The four high-power 
12-inch guns will be mounted in pairs in the two turrets 
fore and aft, and sixteen of the new Navy 6-inch guns 
will flank her broadsides. 

Krupp armor is to be used throughout. The armor 
belt, which is to be eleven inches thick at the top, taper- 
ing to seven and a half inches at the bottom, extends to 
within sixty feet of the stern, shielding the sides three 
and a half feet above the water line and four feet below 
it. The casemate armor is to be six inches thick; the 
barbette armor twelve inches in front, tapering to eight 
inches in the rear. The protective deck will be two and 
a half inches thick, while aft, where there is no belt 
armor protection, it is thickened, being four inches on 
the slope and three on the flat. 

The forward conning tower will have 10-inch armor 
and the signal tower 6-inch armor. Leading from the 
conning tower to the protective deck is a steel tube in- 
tended to protect the voice tubes and telegraphs extend- 
ing from the commanding officer's station to the stations

The Greek training ship Nauarchos Miaulis anchor- 
ed in the North River opposite Forty-second st. July 29. 
The frigate is on a tour of the world, and after a brief 
stay here will homeward by way of Bermuda 
and the Azores. 

The new battleship, recently laid down for the Russian 
Government at the Baltic Yard has received the name of 
Slava. She will be of the same type as the Kniaz Suv- 
aroff, displacing 13,600 tons and armed with four 12-in., 
twelve G-in., and twenty 13-pdr. guns, unless, indeed, 
the Russian Admiralty introduce the 8-in. gun into her 
secondary battery, of which there is some talk. Four 
new cruisers have also received names. These ships are 
the Almaz, Vitiaz, Kagul, and Otchakor, the first two 
in hand in the Baltic and the last two in the Black Sea. 

The old U. 8S. 8. Portsmouth, which is used as an 
armory by the New Jersey Naval Militia, is having a 
hard time to get a berth at present, due to a dispute 
between State officials and city officials of Hoboken 
and the grasping of all the shore front by private cor- 
porations. 

The torpedo boat Stringham is proving an unfortunate 
vessel, having now met with three accidents. The latest 
was at Newport, R. L., on July 22, when a tube in the 
after boiler blew out, and not only sent out the steam 
but scattered the fire from the fire box, and six men 
were scalded and burned. She was built by the Harlan 
& Hollinsworth Company, of Wilmington, Del. 

There is a movement of American shipbuilders on the 
Great Lakes to bring about the abrogation of the treaty 
with Great Britain preventing the building or mainte- 
nance of warships on the lakes. 

In order to test the direction of the currents that flow 
from the polar regions, Captain Shoemaker, Chief of 
the Revenue Cutter Service, has made arrangements to 
“lace a number of specially prepared casks, designed by 
tear Admiral Melville, Engineer-in-Chief of the Navy, 
on ice floes in Behring Sea. There are fifty of these 
casks, each 28 inches long and 16 inches in diameter, 
painted black, so as to be seen easily, and pointed at 
each end. Inside each are directions in half a dozen 
languages to be followed by anybody who finds a cask. 
He is usked to write to the nearest United States Con- 
sul, giving the latitude and longitude, when the cask 
was found, the date and the number of the cask. He 
is also asked to plug up the cask again and turn it adrift. 

In some interesting reminiscences of his visit to Japan 
with Commodore Perry’s famous expedition, Chief En- 
gineer Edward D. Robie, U. 8. N., now retired, tells in 
the Detroit ‘‘Free Press’ of the influence of a steam 
whistle on the ignorant Japs. Having no chart of the 
bay, Perry was obliged to send out small boats to make 
soundings. The Japs attempted to stop this proceeding, 
but when the steam whistle on the Mississippi was 
blown, the like of which they had never before heard, 
they paddled for shore, and thereafter remained at a 
respectful distance. Mr. Robie says he had the honor 
of taking the first daguerreotype ever made in Japan, 
there being no photographs at that time. It was a 
picture of Commodore Perry, in full uniform, standing 
in a Buddhist temple, and when he saw it the commo- 
dere remarked: “I believe you engineers can do any- 
thing.”

The Scorpion was placed out of commission at Boston, 
Mass., July 24, and her officers and crew transferred 
to the Machias, which latter vessel was placed in com- 
mission the same day. The U. 8. 8. Newark was placed 
out of commission at 1 p. m. on Monday, last. 


Examinations are to be held Aug. 5 at the Navy Yard 
at Washington of applicants for commissions in the 
Pay Corps of the Navy. There are no vacancies in this 
corps at the present time, but the retirement of the fol- 
lowing officers of the Pay Corps on the dates specified 
will cause vacancies which Mr. Long is desirous to 
fill immediately: D. A. Smith, Aug. 27, 1901; C. H. 
Eldredge, Sept. 21, 1901, and F. C. Cosby, April 10, 
1902. There will be three applicants examined next 
week, 

The receiving ship Vermont has been condemned 
and will permanently go out of the service of the Navy. 
For some time it has been noticed that there was much 
disease and sickness of all kinds on the Vermont, and 
efforts have been made to ascertain its cause. It is 
stated at the Navy Department that the Vermont is 
filled with disease germs of various kinds, and is hence 
unfit for further use as a receiving ship or for other 
purposes. It is yet undecided what will be done with 
the vessel, but it is barely probable that she will be 
entirely destroyed. 

The U. 8. 8S. Petrel, Commander Gheen, is due at 
Mare Island, Cal., by Aug. 10. She left Yokohama June 
21, and being a slow vessel is consuming considerable 
time in the pasage. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair 
is now preparing plans for two armored cruisers which 
will be authorized by Congress at its next session. Accord- 
ing to the instructions issued by the Board on Construc- 
tion, these cruisers will be superior to foreign vessels of 
their type, and, in fact, will be superior to any armored 
cruisers ever built for this or any other country. 
Either way the battleship controversy is finally settled, 
the two battleships which will form part of the naval 
increase next session will be more formidable than any 
of their type contemplated by foreign Governments. 
So the cruisers are to be more formidable than other 
vessels in their class. A few weeks ago Rear Admiral 
Bowles, the chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, presented to the board plans for an 11,000 ton 
armored cruiser. The main battery consisted of four 
8-inch guns and a number of 6-inch guns. According 
to the plans an excellent distribution of weight was 
made, and they hence received the almost unanimous 
approval of the Board on Construction. Rear Admiral 
Bradford, however, objected to the plans, arguing that 
as England and other maritime powers are building 
armor cruisers of 14, tons displacement, this 
country should build vessels superior, if anything, 
but certainly not inferior in any respect. His view was 


accepted by the whole board, and consequently Admiral 
Bowles was directed to have p the plans for a 
larger ship. It is ex that the plans will describe 


vessels having these general characteristics: gth, 
502 feet; beam, 49 feet 6 inches; oe 24 feet 6 
inches; displacement, not less than 14, tons. Arma- 
ment, eight 8-inch guns in four turrets, two forward 
and aft on the keel line of the ship, and one in each 
beam in the waist of the ship; fourteen 6-inch guns, 
most of which will be in broadside, and a strong sec- 
ondary battery not yet determined. It is barely pos- 
sible that the 8-inch guns will be replaced by T-inch 
guns of the rapid-firing type. The board is divided on 
this question. The speed of the cruisers will be 22 
knots; they will have coil boilers, vertical triple-expan- 
sion engines and twin screws, and a coal capacity of 
2,000 tons. ‘here seems to be a growing tendency 
among naval experts to build more battleships in the 
future than armored cruisers. It is claimed by many 
of the best known naval constructors that they are 
generally more efficient and useful than the armored 
cruiser. This matter will be discussed in the near 
future and will probably be a subject for a report to 
be made by the rd on Construction. 

Much interest attaches to the renewal of the experi- 
ments of last year in coaling ships in free route from 
sea-going colliers, and the steam collier Leonidas will 
proceed to coal the vessels of Admiral Higginson’s 
fleet while at sea,. taking the weather as it finds it. 
It is believed that no difficulty will be experienced in 
carrying out a conclusive test of this all important 
matter. The coaling fleet have been kept very busy 
the last few months, and it has been the experience 
of the Navy Department that its own colliers can carry 
fuel to the far east far cheaper than the same quantity 
of coal can be conveyed by any other means, the cost 
of transportation oftentimes exceeding five or six 
times the the original cost of the coal. It is not likely 
that the coaling fleet will be materially reduced at 
present. The addition of Rear Admiral R. B. Brad- 
ford, U. S. N., to the General Board on the conduct of 
the Navy is regarded as an excellent move on the part 
of the Secretary, for it is well known that Admiral 
Bradford possesses the most complete knowledge on 
coaling and coaling stations of any officer on the Navy 
list. Admiral Bradford has made an especial study 
of the coaling problem and will be an admirable author- 
ity for reference by the Board in questions likely to 
come before it in the immediate future. 

In view of the dearth of commissioned officers for 
sea service, the Navy Department is under the neces- 
sity of assigning Naval Cadets to duty as watch and 
division officers on board ships in commission. It is 
true that in several cases these young officers are on the 
point of receiving their commissions as ensigns, but the 
fact remains that a Naval Cadet has been directed 
to report as the relief of a lieutenant for sea service. 
These youngsters are especially fortunate in being 
afforded the opportunity for acquiring sea experience 
while still in the receptive stage. They will make all 
the more valuable officers and the future Navy will be 
able to observe this fact. Youth is the time for gain- 
ing experience so valuable for use when responsibility 
comes. And so we say, all hail to the cadet who is so 
fortunate as to be cast for deck duty before he is twenty- 
five years old, and may his shadow never grow less. 

The U. S. S. San Francisco, which has been at the 
Navy Yard for something over a year past undergoing 
an overhauling and thorough repair, is reported as 
nearly ready for commission, and will probably hoist 
her pennant in October. The San Francisco's destination 
will be the South Atlantic Station, replacing the U. S. 
S. Chicago as flagship of that important squadron. The 
San Francisco has n completely modernized in all 
eagpects, and will sail for her new station an up-to-date 
ship. 

The Concord has sailed for Unalaska where she will 
remain during the open season in the Arctic, in the in- 
terests of the U Revenue Cutter Service. Com- 
mander Blocklinger assumed command before the vessel 
sailed for her station. 

The Bennington, en route from Yokohama for San 
Francisco, has reached Honolulu without mishap of 
any sort, and will probably arrive at her destination 
by the middle of August. 

That the campaign for the reduction of the imsur- 
rection is still in existence in the Island of Samar, Phil- 
ippine Archipelago, is evidenced by the last cablegram 
from Admiral Rodgers to the effect that the following 
vessels are on duty on the coasts of that island: Pis- 
cataqua, Isabella, Villalobos, Pampanga, Aravat, Prince- 
ton, Gardaqui and Basco. The Navy participates with 
the Army in these offensive operations and shares in the 
arduous work of quelling the outbreaks so frequent 
in some of the islands still under insurgent influences. 

The U. 8S. S. Mayflower is soon to go out of com- 
mission at the New York Navy Yard and extensive 
repairs will be carried out under instructions from the 
Navy Department. The vessel is too valuable to be 
disposed of at present, and it is the determination of 
the Department to retain this fine craft until the last. 

It is understood that the Columbian Iron Works, of 
Baltimore, Md., have been purchased by a syndicate 
of moneyed men, headed by a well known officer on 
the active list of the Navy, and will soon be prepared 
for government contracts on the largest scale. The dry 
dock. of the company has been constantly employed since 
the rehabilitation, and the outlook is said to be excellent 
for a continuance of work during the remainder of the 
“flush” times in the country. 

Robert G. Tegeler, a coal passer in the Navy, who 
was regularly detailed by the Navy Department as 
shipkeeper on the U. S. S. Oneida, loaned to the Naval 
Militia of the District of Columbia, refused to obey 
an order given him by Lieut. Comdr. 8. G. Hopkins, 
of the District Naval Militia, who had been regularly 
placed in command of the vessel. His conduct was 
reported to the Navy Department, and as a result he 
was ordered before a court-martial. His counsel 
pleaded in bar of trial on the ground that the court 
had no jurisdiction. It was contended that Commander 
Hopkins was not an officer of the Navy, and consequent- 
ly had no authority to give an order to an enlisted man 
of the Navy. The court overruled the point and order- 
ed the trial to proceed. The court rendered a verdict of 
guilty and sentenced the accused to three months’ con- 
finement, to perform extra police duty and to lose all 
pay that may become due him during his confinement, 
except the sum of $3 per month. This sentence in- 
volved a total loss of pay to the amount of $57. The 
record of the court was reviewed in the office of the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy. On the recom- 
mendation of that official the proceedings, findings and 
sentence of the court were op roved by the acting 
retary of the Navy and the U. 8S. S. Southery, a prison 
ship at Norfolk, was designated as the place of con- 
finement. 
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VACANCIES IN THE MEDICAL CORPS. 


The New York “Medical Record” believes that the 
tact that the three boards created during the past win- 
ter for the examination of candidates for commission 
ip the Medical Corps of the Army have concluded their 
jabors without having been able to fill more than about 
ope-third of the previously existing vacancies in that 
jepartment, reveals a serious condition of affairs in 
the medical branch of the military service. This condi- 
tion, Which it attributes to the Army Reorganization 
pill, was clearly foreseen and pointed out to Congress, 
at the time the bill was under consideration by Surgeon 
General Sternberg and various medical officers on duty 
in Washington. It was anticipated by the Committee 
on Legislation of the American Medical Association, 
which appeared before the Military Committee of the 
Senate and urged that the carefully considered recom- 
mendations of the Surgeon General, rather than the 
provisions of a bill drawn by an officer of another staff 
department, should be given favorable consideration. 
The Army Reorganization bill, while it increased the 
Medical Corps by 129 men, provided for this increase 
simost entirely in the lower grades, the corps being 
enlarged by the addition of two colonels, two lieuten- 
ant colonels, ten majors and 115 captains and lieuten- 
ats. The number of captains and lieutenants was 
thus increased from 125 to 240, while that of the senior 
officers Was increased only from 67 to 81, thus prac- 
tically reducing the chances of promotion to the grade 
of major and above in the proportion of from one in 
two to one in three—or increasing the length of service 
necessary to attain the grade of major from eighteen 
years to about twenty-seven years. The bill worked 
no hardships to medical officers already in the Service, 
says the Record, but its evil effects were directed to- 
ward that class of young men upon whom the future 
eficieney of the Medical Department must depend. 

This condition of affairs, while grave in itself, was 
aggravated in the minds of medical officers by the fact 
that in no other staff department was promotion so re- 
duced by the Army Reorganization bill, and it was 
felt that the Medical Corps had been subjected to un- 
fair and humiliating discrimination. In spite of the 
fact that the Medical Corps is pre-eminently the sci- 
entific corps of the Army, the law just enacted graded 
it for rank, promotion and pay below every other staff 
department and special corps of the Army, and, with 
the exception of 2d lieutenants, graded it below the line. 
In accordance with the provisions of this law, a med- 
ical officer, to obtain a colonelcy, must in the future 
pass through three times as many files as an officer 
of the Quartermaster, Subsistence or Pay Departments, 
through miore than twice as many files as an officer 
wf the Engineer or Ordnance Departments, and more 
than one and one-half times as many files as an officer 
of the Signal Corps. The discrimination against medi 
cal officers, compared with senior officers of the line, 
is equally striking; thus officers of the line, having at- 
tained the grade of major, have to pass through but 
four files to obtain the rank of colonel, while the medi- 
cal officer has to pass through nine such files. 

All these facts, our contemporary believes, are fully 
appreciated by young physicians, several hundreds of 
whom are now serving with troops as contract surgeons, 
and they are declining to become candidates for posi- 
tions offering so little in the line of promotion and 
future pay; hence the vacancies, more than eighty in 
number, which exist in the corps at the present time. 
The remedy for the above serious and unjust condi- 
tion of affairs, from the “Record’s” viewpoint, is sim- 
ple. The service must be made more attractive, so 
that the same class of good men will make it their life 
career in the future as have done so in the past. The 
dass of men which can be secured will depend upon 
the emoluments offered. These emoluments under the 
Army Reorganization bill are not what they have been 
in the past; consequently, until this defect is remedied, 
an equally good class of men will not come up in any 
number for examination. If the demand for young 
medical men of high professional attainments is greater 
than the supply, then the supply must be increased by 
higher pay, or, by what amounts to the same thing, 
letter chances of promotion. Congress is responsible 
for the present state of affairs, says the “Record.” 
Congress should remedy it at its next session. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that the 
committee of experts appointed to consider a scheme 
(rawn up by Mr. Brodrick, Secretary of State for War 
for the future organization of the medical sevice of the 
British Army: Dr. H. H. Tooth, physician to St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital; Mr. G. H. Makins, surgeon to St. 
homas’s Hospital; Mr. Alfred D. Fripp, assistant 
surgeon to Guy’s Hospital; Sir Frederick Treves, for- 
merly surgeon to the London Hospital; Professor Alex- 
tuder Ogston, of Aberdeen, representing Scotland; Lieu- 
‘nant Colonel Keogh, of the Royal Army Medical 
vorps, representing Ireland; Dr. E. C. Perry, physician 
0 and medical superintendent of Guy’s Hospital; Sur- 
“on General Hooper, president of the Medical Board, 
India Office; and two officers to be named by the Com- 
nander-in-Chief to represent the Army. The secretary 
if the committee will be Major H. E. R. James, of the 
oyal Army Medical Corps, and the War Minister will 
Linself officiate as chairman. Mr. Brodrick states 
that the deliberations of the committee are not to be 
hurried, as he wishes to put the corps on a permanently 
vod footing.

THE FRENCH NAVAL ESTIMATES. 
The contiual piling up of the French debt, with the 
ucrease in her Army and Navy budgets, is bringing 
tench statesmen face to face with the question how 
mg the country can stand the strain. The annual 
terest charge is now nearly $200,000,000, or about 
a head for each man, woman and child in the coun- 
ty. The naval expenditure for 1902 is proposed to be 
2,420,000, practically $2,300,000 above the naval 
udget of the current year. The Army costs the 
Kepublie $132,000,000 annually. The nearly stationary 
ndition of the population has caused a number of 
tench economic thinkers to propound the question 
hether the time has not arrived when France must 
‘critice either the Army or the Navy. To possess both 
Amy and Navy of the first rank, which has been the 
‘ject of the country since the war of 1870, would 
lake a tremendous demand on the resources of the 
Ration. If France were advancing in population as 
























fast as her rivals, this problem would not be so momen- 
tous, but with the dwindling number of births it becomes 
a colossal puzzle, Already are heard among the Radi- 
cals in the French parliament mutterings against the 
continuance of the attempt to keep France at the front 
both on sea and land. The friends of the Navy count 
on the nation’s hatred of England to keep up a strong 
national sentiment in favor of a big navy. The naval 
and army strength of France to-day seems to depend 
on two national hatreds, one of England and the other 
of Germany. ‘The individual who to-day rises up and 
attacks the policy that seeks to keep France second 
among the naval powers of the world, has hurled at 
his head the maxim of the old French Admiral La 
Perouse, who used to say: “If we remarm essentially a 
land power we shall always have England and Burope 
against us, but if we become a sea power of the first 
order we shall have Europe with us aqatant England.” 
The wisdom of this saying has never n tested, but 
it is still a potent thing to conjure with in France, and 
besides, there is the feeling that was well put the other 
day by a French naval official when he said that for 
the nation to go backward to-day in ship construction 
would be to make of no avail the herculean efforts 
that have been expended all these years to keep France 
the leading naval power of Continental: Burope. 

(The Chamber will undoubtedly ~ the naval bud- 
get, which may even be increased by supplementary 
legislation. ‘this budget shows increased expenditure 
in the construction of ships and cost of new guns. The 
old system of coast guard ships has been abandoned 
and this makes it possible to have two reserve divisions, 
each comprising three battleships and a cruiser, One of 
these new divisions has been added to the Mediterra- 
nean squadron and the other division forms part of 
the northern squadron. As a result of the growth of 
our interests in the Pacific, we take more than a pas- 
sing concern in the announcement that a rear admiral 
is to command the Pacific division, which hitherto has 
been commanded only by a captain, and although the 
Chinese situation has quieted down, a vice admiral is to 
command the French naval forces in the extreme Hast. 
These changes increase the number of officers on sea 
service, and raise the number of bluejackets afloat 
from 48,137 to 50,107. The expenses are incre 
from $5,000,000 to $5,800,000. 

In 1902, two battleships, seven armored cruisers and 
a first class cruiser will be completed and make their 
trial trips. This makes a formidable addition to the 
effective strength of the Navy, involving additional 
expenditure for equipment and artillery, which is put 
at $6,400,000, instead of the $5,600,000 for the current 
year. Out-of-date or unseaworthy ships have been so 
generally broken up, that the Minister is able to report 
that, “all the vessels now attached to fleets or squadrons 
on active service are new or at least are of very modern 
date.” The sum set apart for naval construction ip 
1902 is $24,365,000, of which $18,070,000 is for laying 
down new ships. For the first time a special category 
is made for the ships built in accordance with the con- 
struction program of 1900, so that each day’s progress 
towards its completion can be readily followed and 
compared with each day’s expenditure. Sixty-nine 
vessels provided for by the naval construction act of 
1900 have been begun. Of these two are battleships, 
three armored cruisers, twenty torpedo boat destroyers, 
twenty-one torpedo boats and twenty-three submarine 
vessels. The large vessels provided for by that act 
which have not yet been laid down in the yards, are 
four battleships and two armored cruisers. The con- 
struction of ‘these six is to begin in 1902 and end in 


1906. 

The 1902 naval budget shows clearly that the French 
mean to hasten the construction provided for by the law 
of 1900. There is marked improvement in the efficiency 
of the ships and crews now afloat, and while the 
building of torpedo boats and submarine vessels, par- 
ticularly those of the Narval type, with both steam 
and electric motor power, is being pushed, greater 
prominence than before seems to be given to the a= 
fighting units—the battleships and armored cruisers. 
Germany’s extensive naval program of ae ships 
of first and second battle rank may be msible for 
the attention which France is now giving to her heaviest 
ships. 


MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Manila “Times” correspondent at Penaranda, 
Province of Nueva Ecija, reports the killing of Private 
Alfred E. Nelson, Hospital Corps, who deserted while 
on duty at Gapan, same province, about May 1, in an 
engagement in the mountains, near Irrulong, between 
the Ilocano Scouts, commanded by Lieutenant Ripley, 
and the insurrectos. 

It is said that when negotiations were being considered 
leading to General Lacuna’s surrender, the notorious 
deserter, Fagan, upon learning of it, left Lacuna’s camp, 
one renegade soldier and a woman accompanying him. 
Nothing has been heard of him since. 

Lieut. Jas. B. Gowen, 16th Inf., with fifty men at- 
tacked the insurgents at 4 a. m. June 1 near Jovelar, 
Southern Luzon, killing five and capturing a U. S. car- 
bine. Captain Wittenmyer, 15th Inf., destroyed San 
Vicente, which contained quarters for over 100 men. 
Captain Wittenmyer encountered the enemy about seven 
miles south of Jovelar on June 7, killing one insurgent. 
A corporal and squad from Capt. John Cotter’s m- 
pany; 15th Infantry, at Donsol, captured eight rifles 
and seventy-five pounds of powder, with other ammuni- 
tion, June 3, near Donsol. 

Speaking of the return of nine companies ‘and fifty-four 
officers of the 9th Infantry from China to the Phil 
pines on June 2, the Manila “Times” of June 4 said: 
“The regiment, contrary to expectations, has very little 
loot, the greater part having been sent home to the 
States from China. One of the men stated to a reporter 
of the ‘Times:’ ‘We have heard much about the Manila 
Custom House officials and didn’t propose to have our 
stuff held up here.’ The men were all clad in heavy 
blue uniforms, and they are more than anxious to have 
a change to khaki.” 

The depot Q. Mr.’s Department at Manila has ar- 
ranged to give a powerful steam fireboat to the harbor. 
The boat is 33 feet 8 inches long, and 6 feet 6 inches 
beam. It is estimated that with a steam pressure of 
100 pounds and 200 revolutions per minute, one hori- 
zontal stream 1 1-4 inches in diameter can be thrown 
311 feet, or two 1-inch streams 256 feet. On the same 
basis it is expected the pumps will throw a vertical 
stream 114 inches in diameter 200 feet. This will be a 
great relief to the Navy, which has been called gn, to a 
harassing degree, to furnish boats for fighting fire in 
the harbors. 

According to the Manila ‘‘Néew American” of June 16 
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the native scout organization t the different” 
islands of the Archipelago ype 5,000. They 
are so distributed that each district has its own scouts. 
In some instances the scouts have been censured for 
their treatment of the natives, and in some instances 
racial hatred has moved members of the organizations 
to commit outrages, but, taken all in all, the pe 
of crime is low and the discipline of the scouts 
marked. Speaking of the local conjectures as to native 
troops, the paper said: “Al! speculations, in connection 
with native troops, is time wasted. There will be none, 
save the scouts. 

The Manila “New American” recently said: “Oar

evening contemporary, usually amiable and aware = 
ogetic, thinks the charges against Lieutenant A 
of the Navy, ‘are not so grave as they sound,’ and that 
‘the charges are ouly grave from a naval standpoint,’ 
and that ‘they involve no allegation of criminality.’ 
That places a very low estimate on the intelligence, 
sense of honor and inherent moral stamina of the offi- 
cers of the American Navy.”

The Iloilo correspondent of the Manila “New Ameri- 
can” recently said: “What do you think of a soldier 
who kicks on goldfish for a ration? The other day we 
passed a certain pair on the street, and one of them 
remarked, sort of confidential like, ‘We really have so 
much of that salmon we don’t know what to with it. 
Awful stuff; isn’t it horrid? I don’t see how we can 
stand it. Perhaps we can trade it for chewing-gum and 
cigarettes,’ ” 

The Manila ‘“‘New American” of July 6 said: “The 
‘New American’ is in receipt of a flood of communica- 
tions from persons that profess to be indignant over the 
fact that Cailles’s adjutant was permitted to parade the 
streets of Manila in his full uniform, bearing side arms, 
and swaggering about reviving old feeling. e author- 
ities that have brought the rebellion in the Philippines 
to its conclusion may be trusted to take care of 
and his class when the time comes, and criticism of the 
conduct of the military at this time is not in order.” 
That the paper was right was shown by the surrender 
a few days later of General Cailles and all his forces.

MACLAY’S BOOK AGAIN. 


The New York “Independent” says, with equal truth 
and force: “A determined effort is being made on the 
part of those interested in Mr. Maclay’s book to avoid 
the disgrace of being expelled from the Naval Academy 
course. They now claim that such action by the Seere- 
tary is needless, because the third volume, which con- 
tains the objectionable matter, having just been issued, 
has not come into actual scholastic use, since the school 
term does not begin until Oct. 1. The worst of this is 
that both the Secretary and the Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy seem to be deceived by this palpable 
subterfuge. The adopted book is Maclay’s ‘History of 
the Navy,’ and whether it happens to be bound in three 
volumes, or one, or ten, is utterly immaterial. To put 
two-thirds of a continuous history into the hands Ay a 
boy is certainly to lead him to read the remaining third, 
if it be extant, whether he be directly told to do so or 
not.

If any fraction of it is i mv will 
not human natufe (as always exemplified in its dealin 
with writings put in an Index Expurgatorius) persistent y 
lead the boy all the more curiously to inquire about the 
objectionable part and to read it Is the Navy so far 
from popular postection that a gross and deliberate in- 
sult to the whole of it can be hidden by the ostrich- 
like process of burying the Navy Department's head in 
the sand?

Publishes a letter from Léout. —— F. M. Bostwick, 
U. S. N., navigator of the Ore dated Woosung, China, 
May 1, on the —o e ~~ on the standard com- 
pass caused by a “ground” in the bridge electric circuit. 

Among other things Lieutenant Commander Bostwick 
says: “Just before sunset, 5.20 p. m., April 16, while 
steaming up the China coast on course NE. by N. (p.s.c) 
it suddenly became necessary to change the course about 
a point to the eastward by bridge and steering compasses 
to make the allotted course by standard. An investiga- 
tion made it appear that the trouble was with the stand- 
ard compass. A Time Azimuth taken at once showed 
this to be the case, as the deviation of standard compass 
was 10 degrees 4 minutes E., the tabulated deviation be- 
ing 1 degree 4 minutes E. 

“The trouble was at once attributed to a ‘ground’ in 
the electric circuit, and upon inquiry it was found that 
the bridge circuit had just been turned on. This was 
turned off at once, when the standard compass resumed 
its normal condition, a second Time Azimuth showing a 
deviation of 1 degree 9 minutes E. 

“The bridge circuit was ordered turned on again for 
experiment, when the compass card of standard was ob- 
served to move rapidly through an arc of about 10 de- 
grees. The circuit was again turned off and oil lamps 
were used throughout the night 

“A search for the ‘ground’ was begun the next day 
and it was finally located in the starboard after search- 
light control. This being cut out, the remainder of the 
bridge circuit was turned on without exerting any in- 
fluence on the compass. 

“The searchlight control is 3 feet below the after end 
of the bridge deck, making it 17 feet below and 17 feet 
abaft the compass card of standard, and about 1 foot 
to startoard of amidship line. The nearest wires to 
the compass pass on the underside of the bridge deck 
in the midship line, 14 feet below the compass.’

MAINE NAVAL MILITIA. 


The report of Lieut. Comdr. W. H. H. Southerland, 
U. 8S. N., on the recent tour of drill and instruction of 
the Naval Militia of the State of Maine on board the 
U. S. S. Dolphin, commanded by him, has just been re- 
ceived at the Department. The size of the vessel and 
the number of vacancies in her complement made it 
necessary to subdivide the Naval Militia organization 
into three sections, each one of which remained on board 
for not less than five days. Each section was received 
on board in exactly the same manner as if it were a 
draft composed entirely of regular officers and men. 
The ofticers were assigned to regular watch and division 
duties, and the men were immediately watched, quar- 
tered, berthed and messed. During the entire time that 
they remained on board no distinction was made between 
the Naval Militia and the regular crew of the vessel, 
and both classes fraternized quickly and cheerfully. This 
plan of drilling and instructing the Naval Militia, which 
is the oniy plan that will be caried out on board ship 
in war time with recruits or volunteers, worked satis- 
factorily. In order to carry out the plan successfully 
the regular ship’s company was comneied to take part 
in all drills. These drills took up all the working hours 
of each day, and resulted not only in giving instruction 
to the Naval Militia people, but also in improving the 
efficiency of the regular ship’s company. All the regular 
officers of the vessel were detailed as instructors, and 
too much cannot be said of their zeal and constant 
painstaking efforts to impart the maximum amount of 
knowledge of their profession possible during the limited 
time this vessel was éngaged on the tour of drill and 
instruction. Captain Southerland says: “Of the thirty- 
five enlisted men of the Naval Militia who served on this 
vessel, I would not hesitate to enlist all those who are 
physically qualified as landsmen, and some of the number 
in higher rates. e zeal, intelligence, capability and 
desire to learn shown by the organization herein referred 
to, lead me to recommend that it hereafter receive all 
the assistance possible under existing provisions of law.”

The Department learns with regret 
that you are suffering from a weak heart and its attend- 
ing complications, for which you_are under medical treat 
ment.

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R. H. DAVIS ON THE SCHLEY CASE. 
Marion, Mass., July 31. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Since the Schley Court of Inquiry was ordered there 
have appeared daily in the newspapers from nearly 
every Navy officer who commanded a ship at the 
battle of Santiago lengthy and detailed interviews on 
the Schley-Sampson controversy. Some of these inter- 
views were without prejudice, others were not; some 
even contained charges of incompetence and of un- 
truthfulness against a brother officer. All of them, in 
the fact that they were given to the newspapers at all, 
constituted grave breaches of discipline. To the civilian 
—and I eannot count the number of civilians who have 
spoken to me of them with surprise and regret—these 
interviews form the most unexpected and unpleasant 
feature of this controversy. For, while the public had 
supposed there was one, but one, officer whose alleged 
disobedience deserved a court of inquiry, it finds daily 
evidence in the newspapers that nearly every officer in 
the squadron, by disobedience of the regulations, had 
left himself open to be court-martialed. For twelve 
years, im many foreign ports, and during the war with 
Spain, in the waters around Cuba, it has been my 
good fortune to see much of our Navy, and to admire 
and to believe in the discipline of her officers has been 
the chief result of my acquaintance with them. But 
that it should now be necessary for the Secretary of 
the Navy to issue General Order No. 52, the substance 
of which is already covered by the general regulation 
which forbids officers from talking publicly, without 
express permission from the Department, of matters 
pertaining to the personnel of the Service, seems to me 
a humiliating commentary on the discipline of the 
Navy, and on the good taste of those officers at which 
the order is directed. 

| hope the Army and Navy Journal will accept this 
letter in the spirit in which it is sent, as one written 
with regret, and as possibly expressing the point of 
view of other civilians, who are quite as proud of the 
Navy as are those whose high privilege it is to command 
her battleships. But for the very reasor that their 
position is so high, they should be brought to see that 
it is not becoming in them to discuss in the yellow 
press matters which concern the honor of the Service, 
and which should be reserved for the dignified judg- 
ment of their peers.

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SOLDIERS’ UNIFORMS. 
Lincoln, Neb., July 25, 1901. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Referring to your frequent mention of the untidy uni- 
form of the infantry branch of the United States 
Army, permit me to say that my experience in the 
Army, both in the Civil and Spanish-American wars, 
convinces me that the enlisted man is much imposed 
upon by the clothing contractors and by reason of an 
ill-provided system of inspection. In the case of the uni- 
form provided by the Government for use of the en- 
listed men it would seem that the quality furnished 
would not justify the prices charged, and even if t 
pricés were reasonable for the quality, it must cer- 
tainly as a matter of economy be poor policy to use 
the inferior materials generally issued to the enlisted 
men called uniforms (a misnomer), the only thing that 
could be ealled uniform about them being a uniform 
misfit. I am glad to note a movement inaugurated to 
remedy this evil, but the best results cannot be at- 
tained until a reformation has been made in the organ- 
ization of the Artificers’ Corps, which should be organ- 
ized separately from companies or troops, under the im- 
mediate comand of a competent non-commissioned offi- 
cer, subject to the general control of the quartermaster. 
This corps should include competent tailors and shoe- 
makers to the end that all uniforms be made to per- 
fectly fit the soldier, and necessary repairs be made 
from time to time, so that the partly worn uniform 
need not be discarded by reason of an accidental rent 
or misfit; the same rule will apply to footwear, with 
the added necessity on campaigns and marches of er 
ing the men’s fget in the best possible condition. This 
matter has been too long overlooked. To inculeate in 
the soldier a spirit of pride in personal appearance goes 
far in establishing and maintaining a spirit of subordi- 
nation and discipline. Nothing in my opinion tends in 
a greater degree to sloth, carelessness, neglect and finally 
to actual insubordination on the part of the enlisted 
nian than to put upon him the indignity of clothing 
him im an ill-fitting, coarse, ungainly uniform that 
would discredit the person of a common tramp. 

Yes, clothe our soldiers better; in addition to the added 
pleasure and comfort of the men, it would be a means 
of economy in their clothing account.

DESERTERS IN THE LIPA FIGHT. 


The Manila “‘Freedom” of June 16 thus referred to 
the Lipa fight, which we describe in detail in another 
column: ‘There is strong reason to believe that with 
the enemy’s forces were a number of deserters from the 
American Army, notably ten colored cavalrymen from 
the 9th Cavalry and a deserter from the 30th Volunteer 
Infantry. It is thought that deserters from other organi- 


zations were also with the insurrecto force. There 
seems to be considerable reason for this belief, inasmuch 
as the fire of the enemy was remarkably accurate, and 
that officers and non-commissioned o rs were the 
principal sufferers, only one or two privates being hit 








at all. During the time the 9th Cavalry have been in 
the Camarines desertions have been no unfrequent oc- 
currence. The colored soldiers had a soft spot in their 
hearts for the Tagalog ladies, and for the sake of their 
sweethearts many of them were induced to forswear 
their all nee to the American flag and accept com- 
missions in the insurgent army.” 

These remarks should be taken with a great deal 
of allowance. It is very easy to make tions 
of desertion, as in this case, but the record of the 9th 
Cavalry is too good a one to be seriously affected by 
such charges. Idiers in a strange country are com- 
monly more sentimental than ordinarily, and it is not 
ditficult to construct all sorts of theories of attachment 
out of only temporary and inco uential dalliance with 
the softer side of native life. hat here and there 
a soldier lapses from duty is not to be denied, but as the 
rebel bands have surrendered, one after another, it is seen 
how few deserters have been sifted out, While no ex- 
cuse can be given for going over to the enemy, it is 
safe to say that nine-tenths of the cases of desertion are 
attributable to some sort of mental deterioration brought 
on by nostalgia, the climate or indulgence in unaccus- 
tomed native drinks. The Filipinos are not a — to 
attract a healthy minded American, being of a different 
order of civilization, and the Delilahs are not of a sort 
to lure a well-balanced Westerner to his own destruction.

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PRIVATE HILL’S DEATH AVENGED.

Hill 
left his quarters, armed with rifle and belt of ammuni- 
tion, together with his blanket and poncho, on the night 
of July 18, 1900, and from then until December nothing 
was heard concerning him. 

He had remarked that he intended proceeding to a 
barrio outside of town, and was known to have a con- 
siderable sum of money in his possession, having the day 
previous been the recipient of six months’ pay. Before 
proceeding to the barrio he called at the house of Pablo 
Tabares, then sergeant of the local police of Cabatuan, 
and was handed over by that person to the tender mercies 
of Pedro Larios. From the latter’s confession it is 
learned that his hands were tied behind his back and 
that the unfortunate man was cut and hacked to death 
by bolos, his rifle and belt being turned over to the insur- 
rectos, who were in close proximity at that time; his 
mutilated body being wrapped in his poncho and buried 
a few inches below ground at or near the spot where he 
met his death, about a mile from Cabatuan. In Decem- 
ber the remains were found. Capt. K. F. Glenn, 25th 
Inf., J. A. of the Department, by hard and faithful work 
amassed enough evidence to convict the murderers. Capt. 
G. L. Butts, 18th Inf., had charge of the execution. 

As a sort of poetic justice, men of the 18th Infantry 
were assigned to attend the men on the scaffold, Captain 
Butt appointing 7 Wheeler and two assistants, 
all of Co. H, 18th Infantry, to perform the gruesome 
task of pinioning, adjusting the black cap, arranging the 
noose and all other incidental details. abares insisted 
he had only acted under orders from those higher up. 
Captain Glenn traced these orders till he implicated the 
presidente and the vice-presidente in the crime, and these 
were sentenced to swing on July 5. 








FROM THE ISLANDS. 


June passed in Havana without a single case of 
yellow fever. Major and Surgeon W. C. Gorgas, U. 8. 
A., chief sanitary officer, points out that since the year 
1761 no other June had passed with absolute freedom 
from this disease. “I think,” says Major Gorgas, “‘we 
have cause for the belief that, by pursuing present 
methods, not only can we rid Havana of yellow fever, 
but that its spread may be prevented, even when intro- 
duced from the outside. This should be the ideal in all 
sanitary measures, and if this condition can be brought 
about, most of the restrictions now imposed upon com- 
merce by quarantines can be done away with.” There 
has been no smallpox in Havana since July, 1900. If 
this thing keeps on we shall have to send the Health 
Boards of our American cities to the Cuban capital for 
instruction. 

The new officers’ quarters and soldiers’ barracks for 
the new Porto Rican Provisional Regiment are in pro- 
cess of erection at Cayey, but the work has been slow 
owing to the lack of proper material and rainy weather. 

The Havana “Post” of July 17 recorded the death, by 
drowning in the Rio Grande River, of P. D. Cunning- 
ham, for a long time chief engineer of Havana, and 
identified with the administration of Major William M. 
Black, U. 8. A. Mr. Cunningham had only just re- 
covered from the bite of a moccasin snake, which it was 
at first thought would prove fatal. 

Capt. John W. Heavey, 11th Inf., had command of 
the U. 8. troops in the 4th of July parade at San Juan, 
Porto Rico. At noon he trained guns u te main 
street and shook the place with salutes to “Old Glory.” 
Fully 40,000 people took part in or witnessed the dem- 
onstrations of the day. 


CADETS ADMITTED. © 


The Academic Board reported July 29 the result of its 
examination of the candidates who presented them- 
selves last week for admission to the Military Academy. 
Thirty passed successfully, and ten alternates passed 
for whom no vacancy exists, their principals also hav- 
ing passed. There were only six out of the fifty-four 
who failed at the examination. Two were rejected by 
the Medical Board. It is the largest percentage of 
successful candidates within the history of the acad- 
emy.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


In some remarks before the Royal United Service 
Institution on the paper of Mr. Bloch, Colonel Downing, 
R. A., contended that there was no difficulty in keeping 
down rifle fire with artillery if properly used, and if such 
fire was kept down infantry attack must succeed. He 
instanced a case at Rietfontein where two British bat- 
teries came into action at a distance of 2,400 yards, and 
in a short time overcame the four guns of the enemy 
and kept down their rifle fire by very slow firing, al- 
though they did not see any riflemen. He mentioned 
the case of the two guus which assisted in saving a 
patrol of British cavalry in a sortie from Ladysmith. 
Though the gunners did not see the Boers, who were 
bringing such a heavy fire to bear on the cavalry that 
it looked as if they must be annihilated, the gunners fired 
on the spot where they thought the Boers were eon- 
cenled, and put down the rifle fire. 

In an Anglo-American clay bird match in Mngland, 
July 1 the Americans killed 86.23 per cent., or 2,587 
to the English 78.13 per cent., or 2,344. The English 
team used ordinary game guns and game charges, get- 
ting off the barrel as quickly as possible, so as to'score a 
kill with the second barrel if they missed with the 
first. The Americans used a heavy single-barrel gun 
and a heavy charge of small, hard shot, driven at a 
high velocity by a large load of powder, plenty of wad 
being placed between powder and shot to insure that 
the latter be not deformed. 

The re-arming of the Indian troops with modern 
weapons is rapidly becoming an accomplished fact. 
At the present time, 41,500 Lee-Enfield rifles and 13,5 
carbines are already in India or on the way out, and it 
is contemplated to despatch as many more during the 
current year. In the meantime, however, progress is 
being made with the scheme to render India entirely 
self-supporting in all war munitions except artillery. 
The work of the Cordite factory in the Nilgiri Hills is 
already proeeeding rapidly, and the steel shell factory 
has also proved entirely successful. There is now in 
contemplation the establishment of a rifle factory, most 
probably at Ishapur, which is not far from Calcutta, 
and the plans and estimates for this new venture will 
be made on the basis of a production of 25,000 rifles 
per annum, 

In Germany, we learn from the “Militar-Zeitung” that 

trials are being carried out with a new pattern of cav- 
alry sabre. Including the hilt, the length of the new 
sword is 104 centimetres (3 feet 5 inches, nearly) and 
weighs 1.75 kilogrammes (3.85 pounds). The weapon is 
longer, narrower and lighter than the one now used by 
the German cavalry, and from its shape. balance and 
form of hilt is much better adapted than the latter for 
delivering thrusts. 
_ Lord Roberts, the British Commander-in-Chief, has 
issued an order that in future dismounted infantry offi- 
cers are to carry carbines instead of swords on active 
service and at maneuvres. 

The Mexican Government has recently made an ap- 
propriation of $24,000,000 (Mexican) for up-to-date 
ordnance equipment. The interest shown in this mat- 
ter is illustrated by the fact that the Mexican com- 
mission of Army and Navy representatives was the first 
> arrive on the ground at the Pan-American Exposi- 
ion. 

They seem to have some unusual practices in Austrian 
regiments, according to a recent press despatch from 
London, which says: “Count Gabriel Kepesey, a first 
lieutenant in one of the Hussar regiments, has been 
formally degraded in Szegedin before the whole regi- 
ment. He made a dining bet that he would cut off the 
right ear of one of his best friends, Caspar Kanyo, 
with his sabre. He then approached the unsuspecting 
Kanyo and slashed off the ear. Kanyo shot at Kepesey 
with his revolver, but missed him. Then, turning to 
the mirror and seeing himself without the ear, he turned 
his revolver against himself and fell dead. The colonel, 
in degrading Kepesey, warned the officers of the regi- 
ment against debauchery and drunkenness.” 

The British Colonial Secretary announces that, as the 
result of communications with the colonies upon the 
subject, a bill will shortly be introduced for making 
such an addition to the style and title of the King as 
will constitute a fitting recognition of the colonies. 

In a lecture before the Royal United Service sti- 
tution, Mr. T. L. Schreiner said of the war in goath 
Africa: “The frontal attacks at the beginning of the 
war, the battles of Talana Hill, Elandslaagte, Belmont 
and the like, though productive of a large loss of life in 
officers and men, were absolutely necessary to dispel 
from the Boers the fixed and settled idea which they 
had fostered ever since Majuba and Bronkhorstspruit 
that both British officers and men were fools and cow- 
ards and to be despised. Nothing but those magnificent 
charges of officers and men, perfectly regardless of 
danger and death, sweeping everything before them 
could ever have killed this delusion among the Dutch.” 

Madame de Ferrieres, directress of the French ambu- 
lance corps organized at Johannesburg by the society of 
French women, has received a medal from Lord Kitch- 
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ener in recognition of the care given the British wounded 
in South Africa. 

The largest dry dock afloat has just been completed 
for the Spanish Government by Robert Gtephensee & 
Co., Ltd., at their Hebburn shipbuilding yard, England. 
It is on the self-docking pontoon order. The dock was 
originally intended for the port of Olongape, the naval! 
arsenal in the Philippine Islands, but it has now been 
decided to place the dock in the port of Mahon in the 
Island of Minorca, to which a it is now being towed. 
The principal dimensions of the dock are as follows: 
Length between perpendiculars, 450 feet; breadth, mold- 
ed, over pontoons, 117 feet; depth, molded, of pontoons, 
13 feet 6 inches; camber of pontoon deck between side 
girders, 9 inches; breadth, molded, of side girders, 12 
feet 2 inches; depth, molded, of side girders above Wag 
toons, 38 feet 6 inches; distance over side girders, 
molded, 115 feet 4 inches; distance between side gird- 
ers, molded, 91 feet; distance between shoring plat- 
forms, 85 feet; distance between ntoons, molded, 1 
foot. The dry dock will lift a ship weighing 13,000 
tons.

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MANILA A GIGANTIC ARMY POST. 
Manila, P. L., June 20, 1901. 

Crossing the China Sea, save for the usual tropical 
heat—for here it is where the heat comes out most 
intensely—our trip was uneventful, and we find ourselves 
‘well within the great Bay of Manila before we can 
realize that we have arrived at this, our American 
possession beyond the seas, May 20, 1901. We anchor 
at the new Naval Station, Cavite. 

Approaching these islands surrounding the Manila 
district as the ship rolls nearer and nearer the land, 
the first (a little wee island), Lubang, is seen, then 
they begin to appear by the dozen, all around and every- 
where, all mountainous and of grand scenic effect. A 
sunset in Manila Bay is well worth the entire voyage. 
The dazzling colors, ever changing clouds, mountains 
eight thousand feet high, the reflected picturesqueness 
of the bay, are impressive to the stranger, but after that, 
“The Deluge.” Passing into Manila Bay through its 
comparatively narrow entrance, we behold to our left 
the island of Corregidor, famous as the place where 
Dewey was first fired upon. Nestled here and there 
among the water ways of these islands at the entrance 
of the Bahia de Manila we notice the pretty little 
Filipino villages. Our first impression of these quaint 
little towns is that happiness and peace reign supreme. 
The thatched roofs speak of nothing noisy or violent. 
Most of these little houses are built up above the 
ground, upon stilts as it were, and the tout ensemble 
is altogether artistic and pleasing (from the distance 
we were observing them); perhaps it would have been 
different had we landed there. Presently we see the 
American flag gaily floating from an old Spanish fort 
on the opposite side from Corregidor, and our hearts 
bound as with one impulse, to shout our arrival to 
Old Glory, so far away from home. Next we see a 
wreck or so, and more mountains, and the bay widens 
out into the stretch of water it is, and we almost 
imagine we have entered another China Sea. Manila 
Bay is about thirty-five miles long and of nearly the 
same width, so no wonder there are storms when the 
southwest monsoon blows. Manila is built on the 
shores of this bay, and there has been no arrangement 
for protection to the weary mariner in the way of an 
artificial harbor; so when the wind blows from the 
southwest, all the shipping in the harbor moves down 
to Cavite, which offers some protection. The harbor of 
Cavite is inadequate because of its diminutiveness, and 
because large ships cannot get near enough to the beach. 
An extensive breakwater built out five miles from Ca- 
vite would make a most excellent harbor for both ports. 
One’s first impressions of the Philippine Archipelago 
of course differ; however, I am giving from an entirely 
unbiased standpoint my true sensations when first I 
beheld Uncle Sam’s foreign purchase. 

One is struck here with the extensive use made of 
bamboo; the boats are partially made of it, the 
houses are almost entirely made of it, even the bows 
and the strings to the bows of certain savage mountain 
tribes are made of this all-supplying wood. I was 
agreeably surprised to find the weather here so pleasant, 
compared to that we experienced while in the Red 
Sea country; at this season of the year there is always 
a breeze, the southwest monsoon, so that there is con- 
sequently enough evaporation to keep every one cool. 
Of course it is not as cool here as in the temperate 
zones, but ene will be surprised how comfortable he 
can make himseif; keep out of the sun and you will 
forget you are in the tropics, Yet if any one has a good 
home within the limits of the United States, I should 
advise him to stay there, as.these islands have many 
disadvantages for the colonist. The land being already 
owned, cannot be doled out gratis by the Government, 
as was our Western territories. And even if the land 
is purchased, the titles are so miserably tangled up, 
that no one has secured a satisfactory deed. 
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HOW THE BOERS SERVE KAFFIRS. 


A Russian officer who was with the Boers at Spion 
Kopje thus describes a scene he witnessed in the Boer 
camp: “A Kaffir prisoner was brought up with his 
hands bound behind him. ‘Through the rents of his 
clothing his brown skin and muscular body could be 
seen; his face, which had traces of blood on it, was of 
a greasy yellow color from fear, and his teeth chattered 
as if he had a bad attack of fever. To all questions his 
only ansWer was a murmured sound of ‘ P 
‘Say, have you brought any paper or not?’ asked the 
field cornet, digging the unfortunate nigger violently in 
the stomach. ‘The only answer was a moan. ‘Have you 
searched him? asked the general. ‘Yes, and 
was found on him. We found him in the ey 
he intended to sleep. We thoroughly searched him aud 
tried him, but he had nothing but this stick. It is evi- 
dent he is a messenger from Ladysmith, as none of 
the burghers knew him.’ The field cornet then hit the 
nigger over the head with ‘the stick, which broke into 
small pieces, disclosing inside it a tube containing a 

aper, which turned out to be an accurate plan of the 

r positions of End Hill and Langer Hill, with every 
wire entanglement and obstacle shown. “These oung 
Kaffirs for au ounce of gold have nearly esta a 
regular post between Ladysmith and Colenso,’ observed 
General Kock.

Shoot him,’ he said, turning away. ‘What! the death 
penalty in a republic,’ exclaimed one of the foreigners, 
over-excited by the scene. 

“The sharp crack of a rifle broke the air, and the 
nigger fell with a hole through his temple, and lay 
scraping the ground with his bare feet. 

“ ‘Gentlemen,’ said General Kock to the foreign con- 
tingent, ‘the field cornet will show you the way. 
happy trip to you. If vou return to camp my tent is at 
your disposal, where you will find all the foreign news- 

apers.’

gers?’ observed one of the foreigners. 

“General Kock frowned and replied, ‘The English 
killed my father and my two brothers. Do you really 
wish us to act courteously to these wretched niggers, 
bought by English gold?’ 


CHANGES IN BRITISH BATTLESHIPS... 


(From the London Daily Mail.) 

In designing the new type of 18,000-ton battleships a 
fresh system has been followed. Naval officers of high 
standing and much experience in handling battleships 
were asked to point out defects in the existing ships and 
suggest ways in which they might be improved upon. 

During their recent tour of the dockyards the rds 
of Admiralty paid close attention to the battleships ot 
the Majestic and new types in order to ascertain what 
top-hamper could be dispensed with while not interfering 
with the fighting efficiency of the ships. 

As a result of these inquiries, it is understood that the 
masts of the new battleships will be considerably shorter 
than the towering ones now fitted. Probably as much 
as sixty feet will be cut off them, for experts hold that 
with the new signalling devices now being introduced 
into the Navy, comparatively short masts only are re- 
quired. Hardly any wood is to be used. What is em- 
may will be in such places that it can be heaved,over- 

oard in a few minutes. 

It is proposed to do away with the present systems of 
building high fore-and-aft bridges. n place of these 
only Compeneivey squat structures will be put in the 
new type of battleships, and these bridges, which are 
to be of iron, will be so made that they can be easily 
slid overboard when clearing for action. 

By this arrangement the look of the ships will be 
rather spoiled, but a deal of dangerous superstructure 
will be removed from their decks. Between decks, too, 
it is proposed to provide greater space by making the 
officers’ cabins smaller than in existing ships, Careful 
inquiry has been made in order to ascertain what fittings 
can be dispensed with to save weight, and in the new 
ships all economies thus effected will go toward armor, 
zuns and other devices for increasing the vessel’s fight- 
ing value.

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THE KAISER AS THE “MUTUAL FRIEND.” 


The German Emperor appears to be bent upon the 
difficult role of being a friend to all and an enemy to 
none. Within the last few months he has addressed the 
democracy of the United States as fellow members of 
the same race; he has embraced the King of England 
and scattered eagles among British officers; recently 
he acclaimed an eternal friendship between Germany 
and Russia, and now he has gone out of his way to 
compliment “the glorious Army of France.” Politicians 
at Vienna and Rome must be feeling rather uncomfort- 
able at these demonstrations, but the truth is that the 
Kaiser is intensely anxious to keep on good terms with 
all his neighbors, at least until he has attained his pet 
projects for the strengthening of Germany’s defenses. 
A long period of peace is essential to his scheme of 
building up a great Navy, to say nothing of the com- 
mercial prosperity of his Empire. 

Russia must be smoothed down on the one hand; and 
England must be kept in her normal complacency on the 
other. The latest compliment to France is merely a 
corollary to the recent flattery of Russia. French Na- 
tionalists will probably affect to see some special sig- 
nificance in the toast to “the glorious French Army,” 
but the Kaiser has no desire to see the end of the 
Republic. If the Militarists of France can be purged 
of their still lingering passion tor revenge by a few 
dramatie compliments, the Kaiser will not fail and 
has not faile@ to make them. 
Gazette” notes that another reason for Germany’s anxi- 
ety to keep on good terms with the Dual Alliance is the 
risk of trouble in Austria. No one knows exactly what 
will happen when Francis Joseph dies, but if there 
are strained relations between berlin and St. Peters- 
burg the chances of war would be increased upon that 
unhappy event. 





PLUCK OF THE COSSACKS. 


In an article in the “United Service Gazette,” point- 
ing out the resemblance between the English and the 
Cossacks, who, according to Karl Blind, are descended 
from the same ancestors as the Anglos, Capt. Ernest 
Rason, R. N., says: 

‘Last year the English papers were full of accounts 
of the pluck of a young Englishman, Mr. Wait, who, 
when the foreign settlement at Tien-Tsin was sur- 
ounded by Boxers, forced his way through the cordon 
of Chinese soldiers, Boxers and others, and rode miles 
through an enemy's country to Taku to seek assistance. 
Recently Mr. Watt was decorated by his Majesty for 
this daring feat, but very little mention has been made 
in English papers of the three companions who accom- 
pinied him and shared the dangers and the risk of the 
juous journey. Could it be that it was because they 
were mere Russian Cossacks that the English papers 
have practically,ignored them? Certainly it is remark- 
le that out of the varied collection of men of all 
tionalities at Tien-Tsin only the Anglo-Saxon and 
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the Cossack were found capable and daring enough to 
undertake such a hazardous ride. The reasom is that 
there is a great similarity in character between the 
Cossack and the Englishman. That a free young Eng- 
lishman should willingly undertake a risk of death, or 
even worse than death, in attempting to save others, or 
even for the mere sake of excitement, is not surprising, 
but it probably appeared extraordinary to the majority 
of Englishmen that a down-trodden Russian sant 
was willing to share the danger and risk with his Eng- 
lish companion, and perhaps merely for the excitement, 
The fact is that the Russian peasant is not so terribly 
down-trodden as is generally imagined in England, and 
the. Russian Cossack, who has never been a serf and 
never felt a blow, is just as full of animal spirits as 
any well-fed Knglishman.”

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PROVIDING COVER FOR GUNS. 

In the recently issued German draft of regulations for 
the construction of batteries a sharp distinction is made 
between the cover to be provided for guns in fortified 
positions and for those employed in regular fortress war- 
fare. At the same time certain principles are recog- 
nized as common to both cases. Briefly summarized, 
these may be stated as follows: First, considerations 
connected with the provision of cover are never to be 
allowed to delay the opening of fire; secondly, protection 
from hostile fire is to be provided in the first place for 
the personnel, afterwards for the material, and finally, 
the arrangements are always to be such as will allow 
of a subsequent extension and improvement of the cover 
without interfering with the fire of the guns. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that cover should be obtained in the 
first place by utilizing the formation of the ground; 
artificial protection being employed only to supplement 
natural cover. For batteries in the field, and also for 
many of the less exposed batteries in siege operations, 
the new regulations lay down that protection shall only 
be provided against the splinters of shell, and that, there- 
fore, parapets of from three to seven feet in thickness 
will suffice; but for the more exposed batteries in fortress 
warfare covering masses of thirteen to fifteen feet thick 
must be provided, and also bomb-proof shelter for the 
men. As a rule, the guns in these batteries are to be 
forty-five to fifty feet apart, though when the space 
available is insufficient the intervals may be reduced to 
twenty-five feet, and the attainment of inconspicuous- 
ness of the guns is in every case to be studied. 


ATTRACTIONS FOR RECRUITS. 


A writer in “Macmillian’s Magazine” says that “a 
stage has been reached in the history of the British 
Army when the conditions of enlistment must be seri- 
ously reconsidered. If military service offers. nothing 


but an immediate competence, or temporary relief from 
pressing ills, the supply of recruits must continue to 
depend pon sources which cannot be exepected to yield 
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the best material, either in quantity or quality. 
other hand, when those who enlist are actuated by the 
laudable desire of securing a tion equal or superior 
to any they could hope to at in civil life, when they 
can regard the service as one affording scope for the 
exercise of talent and ability, or for the display of those 
attributes of character which would go far to command 
success in any other line of life, indeed, we 
trust to a constant supply of recruits to be ieguletel 
solely by the nation’s needs. 

“Our military strength may be maintained by chance, 
but in these days of universal education we must look 
to other chances than the vanity of the individual; until 
the service can be accepted as a career in which young 
men of gee class eer WY to do as well as those 
engaged other pursuits, the supply of recruits will, 
and must, remain a matter of grand uncertainty.” 
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SUICIDES AMONG PORTO RICO SOLDIERS. 


We have heard so many nice things about the Porto 
Rico soldiers that the following, under the heading, 
“Suiciding Soldiers,” from the “News” of San Juan, 
Porto Rico, makes especially unpleasant reading: 
“Yesterday ‘the ‘News’ recorded the eighth Porto 
Rican solider to commit suicide. More than half of 
these were from one company and followed one after 
the other in quick succession. Porto Ricans are not 
given to suiciding. That eight of these men should 
deliberately take their own lives, all in the same man- 
ner, in such a short space of time, is extraordinary. 
It would seem that there is some underlying ctirrent 
of discontent in the ranks to produce such a result. 
These cases should receive a very careful a 
tion by the surgeon to determine if possible where 
trouble lies. What is the cause of such despondency? 
How can it be remedied?” 

A correspondent of the “News” writing from Cayey, 
where the barracks are situated, said: “The Porto 
Rico soldiers are rapidly being discharged, and thus 
far only about 30 per cent. have re-enlisted, 60 per 
cent. do not care to re-enlist at present, and 10 per 
cent, are physically unfit for military service.” 








As a result of the Boer war, an army order has been 
issued granting pensions to the widows and children 


of British private soldiers killed -in action. Hitherto 
no pensions of any kind have been given to such 
widows, no matter what the circumstances under. which 
a soldier: met his death. Now the pressure has 

so great that the War Office has consented to a pen- 
sion of five shillings a week to the widow of a private, 
which is increased slightly if there are children, 
which becomes ten shillings a week in the case of a 
non-commissioned officer's widow.
